This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen forthe external cladding.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain. 

These are but two examples of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome in one particular job, but Jonwindows Curtain Walling 
has been developed through such work as this.

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Rebuilding City Centres 


PUBLIC INTEREST in the problems which afflict rebuilding 
of our city centres has now been steadily growing for some 
years. It has been a healthy change of focus, accompany- 
ing the wider view which recent years have been able to 
take. For a long time after the war attention had to be 
given principally to housing, then to schools and later to 
industry. At last better times and rising values have 
brought us to the city centres themselves, and the inquiry 
over Piccadilly showed up problems by which the subject 
is surrounded. 

In that inquiry a notable part was played by the Civic 
Trust, a comparatively new and wholly unclassifiable 
organisation, headed by a Cabinet Minister, supported both 
by the professions and by industry, which has come into 
being to make all these problems its own. It was hardly 
surprising that the Civic Trust should follow up its efforts 
and the lessons it had learnt at Piccadilly by calling the 
conference which we reported in our last issue. The occa- 
sion gives us opportunity now to reflect and consider what 
lessons the conference itself may have taught, for it gave 
the subject a very thorough airing. All points of view 
were heard, and the morning’s speakers whose addresses 
followed the stirring opening by MR. DUNCAN SANDYS, and 
the encouraging invitation of MR. HENRY BROOKE to find 
fresh ideas, provoked a long afternoon’s discussion in 
which at least two important principles seemed to gain 


unanimous consent. The first of these was that the re- 
building of a city centre needs to be tackled by some 
means which is genuinely comprehensive. The implica- 
tion here was that while the expression ‘ comprehensive 
development’ had been bandied about a good deal, some- 
times ineffectively, the comprehensiveness had got to be 
made real.

RIBA Call for Planning Minister ; 
Coventry Resurgent; MoW Con- 


THE CALL FOR THE APPOINTMENT of a 
Minister of Planning, contained in a 
memorandum sent by the RIBA to the 
Government, is an indication of the Insti- 
tute’s quickened interest in town plan- 
ning, the need for which was emphasised 
in members’ speeches at the last annual 
meeting. The memorandum (printed in 
full on p. 197) suggests that the new 
post should co-ordinate the planning 
functions of the MoHLG and those of the 
Board of Trade which is responsible for 
the distribution of industry. It also calls 
for the appointment of a committee to 
study the future use of land, with a re- 
search and experimental unit providing 
information on town and city reconstruc- 
tion. 
. 7 * 

THESE IDEAS ARE ADMIRABLE, and we only 
question whether the best means of im- 
plementing them is by way of a new 
Ministry. One of the difficulties that has 
stood in the way of effective planning con- 
trol has been duality of responsibility 
and to take away from the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, which 
deals with local authority affairs, the 
theoretic control of planning while leaving 
with it day-to-day administrative ques- 
tions of land use would inevitably pro- 
duce, we think, a chaotic situation. The 
solution may well lie in appointing an 
extra Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment responsible to the Minister and the 
House of Commons for the functions set 
out in the RIBA’s timely memorandum.

Coventry Resurgent 


THE CITY OF COVENTRY had in common 
with the City of London post-1666 the 
opportunity to rebuild on lines by which 
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entry to the Institute’s ranks will be only by the new non- 
corporate membership grades of Student and Probationer, 
entrants for which will go forward by means of two 
examinations (the final being in two parts) to Associate- 
ship. For the time being there will be the two methods 
of entry operating simultaneously, but there will be no 
confusion in the minds of technical schools or candidates, 
though the load laid on the Institute itself will be heavy. 
Procedure is made very clear in the booklet which is 
supplemented by specimen examination papers, notes for 
the guidance of lecturers and lists of suggested reading. 
The path to management in building is now clearly flagged. 

The Institute is, of course, well aware that its job does 
not end with publication of these regulations and sylla- 
buses; both will need to be kept under constant review 
particularly the syllabuses, for (as MR. D. A. G. REID made 
clear at the meeting) the problem of examinations which 
are based partly on a discipline in which the humanities 
largely enter, and partly on practical work, is not capable 
of a ‘once and for ever’ solution.

The city 
centre, with Broadgate as a focal point, 
has a cohesion that is wholly admirable 
and earlier impressions of a certain dull- 
ness arising from uniformity of architec- 
tural style are proved to be unfounded by 
reason of new additions, of which the 
Belgrade theatre and the offices to house 
the city’s architectural department are 
outstanding in character. The next 
British Architects’ (or will it be the 
RIBA?) Conference in 1962 will not go 
short of interest. For architectural 
quality extends to the housing estates. 
Of individual blocks none is more striking 
than Phoenix House, a ten-storey build- 
ing opened at the end of May and as 
notable for its standard of finish as for 
its gay appearance. Construction is in 
‘no-fines’ concrete with infill panels of 
lightweight construction in vitreous 
enamel. Each of the 56 flats has under- 
floor heating, fluorescent lighting and 
spin driers. Sliding windows help the 
elevational treatment and make cleaning 
a simple matter (‘ provided your arms are 
long enough,’ as a petite but otherwise 
delighted tenant told your correspond- 
ent). 24 of the flats are 2-bedroom 
maisonettes, the bedrooms being under 
the living spaces which have balcony- 
access. Designed by the City Architect 
and Planning Officer, Arthur Ling, and 
built by Wimpey & Co., this block is one

Of especial 
interest is the Willenhall estate where one 
of the first full-scale Radburn-plan hous- 
ing schemes has attracted, and rightly so, 
much attention. This plan, which essen- 
tially consists of keeping service roads to 
the rear of the terraced blocks whose 
front-doors are approached by footpaths 
from the main access roads and whose 
principal rooms overlook green quad- 
rangles, requires a level site which is not 
always available. Most interesting plan- 
ning results, the two-storied terraces 
being punctuated by four-storied angle 
blocks of maisonettes. This is a scheme 
that should be seen by every housing 
authority. Judicious use of secondary 
colours for the doors marries in well to 
the textured surface of the no-fines con- 
struction. The only matter of criticism is 
whether the service roads, short as they 
are, are not wasteful of land and material; 
14 ft. 6 in. seems unduly wide. 

7 * * 

OVER LUNCH, Mr. Lloyd proved him- 
self a most interesting companion. As the 
regional architect to a company which is 
doing a large amount of local-authority 
work in the Midlands he holds unortho- 
dox views on package deals. In every 
case, he says, he would prefer to carry 
out buildings in conjunction with an 
architect though, like many firms, he 
advocates the use of a negotiated contract 
to enable the builder’s particular schemes 
and systems to be made full use of. An 
example of how this can work is seen in 
the churches for the Coventry new 
estates, designed by Sir Basil Spence 
(illustrated as a project in ‘ The Builder’ 
of December 16, 1955 and two of them 
on completion in the issue of August 9, 
1957). These churches, built in no-fines 


concrete which has been left unrendered 
internally and colourwashed, are 
amazingly successful and, one gathers, 
are liked by the congregation. The open- 
framed campaniles, which are free-stand- 
ing, have something of the air of a spare 
part, but this is a minor criticism. By 
using the same plan, though with varia- 
tions at east and west ends, the churches 
have been built for about £16,000 each, 
including parish room. 
. * * 

BEFORE LEAVING COVENTRY, there was 
opportunity to visit the new Cathedral 
which is now fast taking shape. The 
main walls are virtually completed and 
the roof is on. It is now possible to see 
that this is going to be a great building 
and should fulfil all the hopes of those 
who have supported the scheme from its 
competition days. A new interest is given 
by the late Jacob Epstein’s sculptured 
group of St. Michael and the Devil which 
hangs on the external wall at the 
liturgical south-west corner. It is magni- 
ficent in conception and should go down 
as one of his greatest works. By 1962 the 
cathedral should be completed; it should 
be a magnet to draw many hundreds to 
the architects’ conference. 


MoW Contractors’ List 


AT FIRST GLANCE, the Ministry of Works’ 
intentions to revise its procedure for list- 
ing possible contractors for its construc- 
tional work to ensure that every building 
and civil engineering contractor in the 
country has a fair chance of being con- 
sidered may seem only like going through 
the motions of democracy. At present 
there are something like 5,000 general 
contractors on the list tendering for 
Ministry contracts which, at the begin- 
ning of this year, totalled something 
under 1,500. In September next, about 
96,000 contractors and builders will re- 
ceive invitations to apply for admission 
to the Ministry list and, if accepted, will 
be eligible for invitation to tender for a 
volume of work which certainly will be 
no greater. 

What, then, is the value of this step 
(detailed on page 204) with which the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, 
Mr. Harmar Nicholls, has been closely 
associated? We feel that it rests entirely 
on the fact that it gives a much needed 
lead to other building Ministries to revise 
their lists and to bring in new blood. 
Better still, that instead of wasteful dupli- 
cation of work, all building Ministries 
should draw upon the to-be-revised MoW 
list. If this suggestion be taken up, the 
Ministry of Works’ proposal will more 
than justify itself. 


Architecture at the Regent-st. Poly 


SOME OUTSTANDING and imaginative work 
both in architectural design and in town 
planning can be seen in the exhibition of 
students’ work which is on view until 
July 29 at the school in Little Titchfield- 
street, Wl. The exhibition is arranged to 
show the work of a typical student year 
by year, the full-time day study shown 
separately from the part-time evening 
work. 

Many of the schemes on view are based 
on actual development and _ housing 
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schemes, and one is based on the pub- 
lished conditions in a current architec- 
tural competition. The standard of work 
at the Polytechnic School of Architecture 
is undoubtedly maintained at a high level 
and prospective students who propose 
enrolling for next session’s first-year 
course would be advised to visit this 
exhibition to see the kind of work that 
will be expected of them. 

The annual diploma and prize-giving 
ceremony was held on July 15 when Sir 
Hugh Casson, RDI, MA, FRIBA, after 
addressing the students on their current 
work and reminding them of their future 
responsibilities in a world where architec- 
ture and planning are becoming increas- 
ingly important, made the presentations. 


‘Made in the Country’ 


UNDER this title the Rural Industries 
Bureau has mounted an_ interesting 
exhibition at the Ceylon Tea Centre, 
Lower  Regent-street, writes Basil 
Marriott. The organisers are among the 
few guardians of national and traditional 
standards in the crafts and arts—in that 
order, for the accent is upon craftsman- 
ship, and here and there design standards 
might perhaps cause raised eyebrows at 
that other Centre in the Haymarket: 
there is, for instance, some positively 
overwrought iron in the stockbroker’s- 
Spanish style, olé and alas! But the 
saddlery (Leather Section) could not be 
improved by design advice from that or 
any other source. Though no hippophile, 
I have seldom coveted anything more 
than a doeskin-covered Dressage-saddle 
in the window, for sheer sculptural form 
and finish: but then we _ proverbially 
dress our horses more elegantly than 
their riders. 

Again in the functional tradition, a 
red strawberry-barrel in the Garden 
Section is typical of what has already un- 
consciously hit high fashion, and will no 
doubt appear in some odd contexts (less 
manure!) while the Engineering Section’s 
even odder bedfellows are evidence of 
the RIB’s wide scope. Other sections are 
Pottery, Basketry, Sport, Textiles (Welsh 
flannels particularly tactile), Wood, Furni- 
ture, and showcased miscellania from 
pipes to an X-ray Diffraction camera— 
such are the goings-on in rustic surround- 
ings! I hope this may appear in time for 
others to catch a breath of rural air over 
the Tea Bar—last day is today (Friday. 
July 29).

WARING HOUSE is part of the largest block of dwellings in 
Bristol and has been erected near Bedminster Bridge on the 
main approach to the city from the south-west. The site 
adjoins the general hospital and is bounded by Guinea- 
street, Commercial-road and Redcliff-hill. Where Commercial- 
road and Redcliff-hill intersect, a new traffic roundabout will 
be formed, Redcliff-hill widened to form a dual highway and 
a new bridge built alongside the existing one. The layout 
of the precinct as a whole has been carefully planned with 
planted open spaces between the blocks of dwellings, and 
Waring House in particular has been sited to open out the 
prospect of the Church of St. Mary Redcliff. 


A total of 176 dwellings are provided in the three wings 
of Waring House (block A) comprising 97 three-bedroom 
maisonettes, 52 two-bedroom maisonettes and 27 bedsitting- 
room flats. 11 shops, 41 garages, two laundries, five lifts, 
tenants’ stores and a heating chamber are also incorporated. 
The wings vary in height from 8-storey to ll-storey and 
13-storey. 

Construction is of reinforced concrete with columns and 
beams supporting prefabricated, prestressed planks and 
hollow tile floors, cavity party walls between dwellings, and 
external panel walls. Below ground the columns rest upon 
reinforced concrete ground beams. 


The projecting balconies on the Commercial-road frontage 
were precast off the site, lifted into position and fixed to the 
concrete floors and walls. Over the access roadway from 
Commercial-road a concrete barrel vault is high enough to 
permit the entrance of fire appliances and other large vehicles. 


Waring House (block A) from south 


Externally, construction is expressed in the design with 
the concrete frame exposed, panel construction between the 
columns using metal frames, timber, glass and thermal 
insulating blocks. Relief and interest has been given to 
the exterior design by the use of brick and stonework, flower 
boxes, terrazzo facing to columns at the Commercial-road 
entrance, arches at roof and ground level, and recessed as 
well as projecting balconies. Approach is made to the dwell- 
ings by access balconies from the lifts situated in staircase 
towers. Two laundries are situated adjoining the two main 
circulation areas. The two- and three-bedroom maisonettes 
have a living room and kitchen on the lower floor and 
bedrooms on the floor above so that living inside one of 
these dwellings is much like living in a normal house. Two 
types of bedsitting-room flats are provided, some for two 
persons and the others for single people. 


In all the dwellings, tenants have a choice of electricity or 
gas for domestic appliances, and telephone, television and 
radio services are available. Central heating by radiators 
is provided and the system automatically adjusts the amount 
of heat needed according to the prevailing weather condi- 
tions and to maintain conditions of comfort. 

The heat is obtained from boilers in Canynge House, built 
some time ago on the other side of Redcliff-hill, with heating 
mains in a duct under the roadway to a calorifier chamber 
in the north-east corner of the site. 


The reduction of sound transmission through the floors 
is achieved by floating the non-structural part of the floor 
on an insulating quilt. Special construction allows windows 
to be reversed completely and cleaned from inside.

Refuse from all floors is disposed of by chutes to chambers at ground 
level, which are conveniently situated near the service road for ease of 
collection. A considerable fall in ground level across the site has made it 
possible to build some garages partly underground, and enabled the garage 
roofs to be used for recreational areas. Nearby there are grassed areas 
and swings for the children. The shops in Waring House will replace 
some of those demolished in the area.

ARCHITECTS engaged in teaching at our 
universities often find themselves criti- 
cised, in academic circles, for their 
failure to engage in research. Meanwhile 
professional circles show little interest 
in the encouragement of research by staff 
members of our schools and university 
departments of architecture. A recent 
issue of ‘ The Builder’ contains a lead- 
ing article which is clearly designed to 
provoke the academics into stating their 
case more clearly. It contains the follow- 
in assage : 

But ve do we mean by the term 
“research” in architecture? If it is 
scientific, can it be done better in a uni- 
versity than in the laboratories of indus- 
try or the Building Research Station ? 
If it is sociological, is it best done within 
the faculty or architecture ? If aesthetic 
—but the spirit flinches at the associa- 
tion of academic research with the prac- 
tice of an art! If this is no more than 
a plea for “ jobs for the dons” we doubt 
if it need be taken seriously. Every 
architect worth his salt spends his life 
in research, studying his client’s require- 
ments, seeking better construction and, 
if he has it in him, making new works 
of art.’ 


Research and Invention 


In this statement the academics are not 
only provided with a challenge but also 
with the framework on which to reply 
to the typical questions put forward by 
critics who question the possibility of 
academic research in architecture. But 
before proceeding with a detailed reply, 
it is necessary to define what is meant 
by the word research. There is some 
confusion, it seems, between research, 
invention and investigation; three quite 
different activities. 

Research is an activity undertaken to 
extend the field of knowledge. It may be 
objective or it may be motivated by a 
general and non-objective curiosity. In- 
vention is the act of creating a new and 
useful thing or process. Investigation is 
a process of collecting and collating what 
is known. It does not involve the dis- 
covery of new knowledge or the neces- 
sity for invention. 

It may be argued by someone reading 
these definitions that research and inven- 
tion are inseparable. Professor Dennis 
Gabor, FRS, newly appointed Professor 
of Applied Electron Physics at the Uni- 
versity of London, has kindly agreed to 
my quoting part of an article ‘ Inventing 
the Future,’ which he wrote for 
‘Encounter’ in May, 1960. 

‘Will great research laboratories, 
staffed by devoted  research-minded 
workers, really pour out automatically a 
stream of worthwhile inventions? I am 
afraid this is just one of the comfortable 
beliefs of modern “ Organisation Man.” 
Thanks to recent researches, one can give 
a fairly quantitative appraisal.

history of 60 important modern inven- 
tions, it appears that not less than 33 
are the work of individual or indepen- 
dent investors, 6 are borderline cases, 
and only 22 come from research labora- 
tories, of which 15 are chemical inven- 
tions. It may be noted that electronic 
research laboratories have a very good 
record, because modern television is 
largely the work of excellent inventors 
employed by large firms, such as Westing- 
house, RCA, EMI, and Marconi’s, 
whereas the work of individual inven- 
tors, such as J. L. Baird and D. v. Mihalyi, 
came to a dead end. Also, one of the 
most outstanding modern inventions, the 
transistor, is the work of the exceptional 
team of the three Nobel Prize winners, 
Shockley, Bardeen, and Brattain, in the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. 

* This might look like a sufficient vindi- 
cation of the modern institution of great 
industrial or national research labora- 
tories, in spite of the more than 50 per 
cent contribution of the small minority 
of individual, independent inventors; but 
on a closer look it is only a justification 
of those institutions which know how to 
employ and to stimulate inventors. 

‘Research is a modern hurrah-word, 
which exploits the immense prestige of 
science. Even the institutions which deal 
exclusively with inventions cannot do 
without it; they call themselves “ research 
foundations” in the US, and in this 
country we have the National Research 
Development Corporation—as if inven- 
tion were nothing but the development 
of research results! There is no objec- 
tion against a name, so long as we do 
not forget what it covers. But to suggest 
that television is a resuJt of research into 
photo-emitters and electron optics, or 
that the transistor is the result of 
research in semi-conductors is plainly 
misleading.’ 


A Discussion 


Returning to the consideration of the 
leading article in ‘The Builder,’ let us 
consider, singly, the questions and state- 
ments which it contained. 

But what do we mean by the term 
‘research’ in architecture ? 

Research has already been defined. In 
terms of that definition, architectural 
research is a process designed to extend 
the range of knowledge of architecture 
and its related fields. Architectural 
research may be objective or non- 
objective. Besides answering the question 
directly it seems necessary to illustrate 
the answer by giving examples of fields 
in which architectural research has taken 
place or could take place: 


1. The attributes and uses of a 
material or a structural system. 

2. Architectural history. 

3. The relationship between colour 
and scale. 

4. Strategies and patterns of prob- 


lem-solving behaviour in processes of 
architectural design. 

5. The design of 
types. 

6. Current practice in 
certain limited fields. 

7. Education. 

If it is scientific, can it be done better 
in a university than in the laboratories 
of industry or the Building Research 
Station ? 

The answer to this question may be 
yes or no and is dependent on the talents 
and facilities available at a particular 
university. Clearly the universities have 
a part to play, individually or in col- 
laboration with industries and the Build- 
ing Research Station. Industry has 
offered many scholarships designed to 
promote such collaboration.

Pioneer Work at Liverpool 


If it is sociological, is it best done 
within the faculty of Architecture ? 

The answer is again dependent on the 
talents and facilities available. The 
pioneer work done at Liverpool in rela- 
tion to the education of planners and 
planning research is an example of valu- 
able sociological work instigated and, to 
some extent, developed by a school of 
architecture. The same is true of Rowse’s 
pioneer work at the AA, in the School 
for Planning and Development. Margaret 
Mead has said that architects are always 
needed when societies are in a state of 
change and, with former colonies and 
protectorates emerging into independent 
statehood all over the world, there are 
innumerable fields of related sociological 
research where the talents of the archi- 
tect are urgently needed. This has been 
demonstrated in the work of Maxwell 
Fry, Jane Drew and others. There is 
every reason why architects in uni- 
versities, at home and: abroad, should be 
given the opportunity to play their part 
in this field of sociological work and in 
many others. 

If aesthetic—but the spirit flinches at 
the association of academic research with 
the practice of an art. 

Flinch it may, but it would seem that 
there are many possible fields of research 
which are related, directly or indirectly, 
to the practice of an art. For example: 

(a) The practice of architecture in 
Britain 1920-60. 

(b) Mechanical and mathematical 
systems of determining proportion. 

(c) The study, in individuals, of the 
typical and progressive development of 
concepts related to the appreciation of 
architecture. 

(d) There is a considerable field of 
psychological study related to the prac- 
tice of the arts. The following are a 
few examples:

(e) Surely any biography of an archi- 
tect may be classified as ‘* academic 
research associated with the practice 
of an art.’

If architectural ‘dons’ are not engaged 
in the job of architectural research, it is 
a very serious matter indeed and no plea 
from them should be necessary to spur 
the profession to action. Recent reports 
have shown that there are large num- 
bers of staff members in schools of archi- 
tecture who have had little or no office 
experience and who conduct little or no 
private or consultant:practice or research. 
If the profession wishes to safeguard its 
own interests, it should not only listen 
to pleas but instigate ‘jobs for the dons,’ 
whose research and practical work is the 
source of the vitality and integrity of 
their teaching. Furthermore such work 
should be undertaken by all staff mem- 
bers and not simply by those who are 
senior. 

Every architect worth his salt spends 
his life in research, studying his client’s 
requirements, seeking better construc- 
tion and, if he has it in him, making new 
works of art. 


Certainly some practising architects do 
research work in the course of designing 
buildings, but little of this is published 
and it is therefore not of general value 
to the profession, except indirectly. One 
wonders whether the vast. majority of 
architectural firms have time to conduct 
research and whether they are not more 
concerned with processes of investigation 
and invention. As to ‘making new 
works of art,’ that is surely a creative 
and not a research process. 


Support from the RIBA 

There is not likely to be any marked 
increase in the volume of published 
architectural research, put out by the 
universities or the non-university schools 
of architecture, until the RIBA takes 
time to consider the matter and to issue 
a statement of policy. The universities 
are under strong pressures, exerted by 
various groups and interests who wish 
to see an increase in university research 
work in their own fields. There is little 
hope of architectural departments being 
granted the necessary minimum of the 
available facilities and funds required to 
establish continuous research work at the 
university level, until the RIBA is ready 
and willing to give the maximum support 
possible. 

This problem is emergent in the United 
States as well as in Britain and the 
American Institute of Architects, sup- 
ported by the National Science Founda- 
tion, held a conference in 1959 to con- 
sider ‘Research for Architecture. A 
report on this conference is to be found 
in the RIBA Library—AIA Journal, Vol. 
32, No. 3, dated September, 1959. 


Conclusions 

The reasons for the comparative neglect 
of research in architecture at the univer- 
sities are related to the fundamental de- 
velopments in policies of architectural 
education which took place after the war 
of 1914-18. At that time fully-recognised 
and full-time schools came into being. 
Unfortunately they adopted the Beaux 
Arts conception of the aims and system 
of architectural education, which did not 
stress the importance of academic re- 
search. 

If full-time and fully-recognised schools 
had come ten years later the growth of 
the modern movement would already 
have revealed the shortcomings of the 
Beaux Arts system, and made it neces- 
sary to approach the problem of educa- 
tional policy and system analytically and 
from a basis of fundamental principles. 
The need for research would have been 
considered and the word would never 
have been used as it was in the schools 
during the late twenties, when one was 
asked to find several existing doors and 
windows which one liked, draw them on 
two sheets of paper, attach a criticism 


of each one and title the sheets ‘ Re- 


search on Doors and Windows.’ 


It should have been possible for the 
schools to revise their thoughts on educa- 
tional policies in the middle or late 
thirties, but the passing of the Architects 
Registration Act had already brought 
into being an RIBA policy based on the 
belief that the interests of the Institute 
would be served best by maintaining the 
status quo in architectural education. 
This disastrous decision to use educa- 
tional policy as a tool in architectural 
politics may be reversed as an indirect 
result of the Oxford Conference. 


While commercial and government 
sponsored research organisations do con- 
duct valuable research, it is in the nature 
of their task to work on research directed 
towards commercial and industrial ends. 
More academic research, concerned with 
the greater understanding of processes of 
the mind, or with the application of at. 
intense and non-objective curiosity to 
aspects of architecture and its related 
fields, is unlikely to be undertaken any- 
where if not at the universities.

Lighting and Health 
Claims of the Windowless Building 
ropay, good artificial lighting costs no 
more than indifferent lighting did 30 or 
40 years ago, a lighting expert told a meet- 
ing of the Royal Society of Health. 


MR. H. C. WESTON, formerly director of 
the group for research in occupational 
optics of the Medical Research Council, 
said in a paper on ‘ Lighting and Health’ 
that the post-war enthusiasm for 
generous interior daylighting had led, in 
some cases, to designs allowing sky and 
sun glare to be troublesome. He also 
criticised the ‘unnecessary extension’ 
of windows down to floor level. 

The speaker claimed that the levels of 
illumination necessary for numerous 


kinds of work could not be maintained 
by daylight alone. It had been suggested, 
therefore, that it might be better not to 
plan buildings situated in densely de- 
veloped town areas for utilising daylight 
as a working illuminant.

YSTRAD MYNACH COLLEGE OF FURTHER EDUCATION, now being 
built for Glamorgan County Council, is designed to serve a 
predominently mining and industrial district, to the north 
of Caerphilly. The work at present being illustrated con- 
sists of a main four-storey block containing classrooms, 
laboratories, a lecture theatre to seat 100, administrative and 
staff offices, and of a separate two-storey workshop block. 
The College is ultimately to be extended to provide an 
assembly hall, gymnasium, and further teaching and 
administrative accommodation. 

Although there are no workings under the site at present 
it was considered necessary to take precautions against pos- 
sible future mining subsidence. Up to the time the College 
was designed (1955) normal practice had been to limit build- 
ing to a single storey. It was decided however, on the 
advice of the late Mr. Felix Samuely, to depart from this 
practice for this College, and to build a rigid structure of 
several floors, bearing on the ground at a limited number 
of points. Facilities are provided for relevelling the building 
in the event of subsidence by inserting hydraulic jacks at 
these points of support. 

The workshop block is a two-storey structure 103 ft. long 
by 61 ft. wide. The four-storey teaching block is 136 ft. 


long by 61 ft. wide, but is in fact two buildings entirely 
separated by a 3 in. structural break. The method of con- 
struction is similar for all three blocks. Each unit has two 
mass concrete pier foundations, approximately 15 ft. x 15 ft. 
x 10 ft. high, and spanning over these piers is a post-tensioned 
hollow foundation beam, 11 ft. wide and 5 ft. deep. From 
this beam rise two rows of ‘in situ’ reinforced concrete 
columns, supporting post-tensioned concrete trusses 61 ft. 
long which cantilever 25 ft. each side of the columns. These 
trusses are of lattice construction 4 ft. deep at the centre 
tapering to 74 in. at the extremities. This construction results 
in all loads being transferred to the foundation beam.

M. K. BOYDEN, FRICS, quantity surveyor Cost Study and Quantity Surveyors 
sir,—If I might make a comment on the

your July 22 issue, time was when 
the bill of quantities and the Standard 
Method of Measurement held therein, 
figuratively speaking, the réle of Moses 
and the tablets of the law; and so it 
remained until after the War. In 1948 
a new edition of the SMM appeared (4th 
edition), but it was soon felt that not only 
a new edition but a new approach was 
worthy of the times. 

But the mills ground slowly, and Moses 
was away a long time. Truth to tell he is 
still away. And, to repeat a well-known 
narrative, 

When the people noticed that Moses 
delayed his coming down from the moun- 
tain, they gathered round Aaron and told 
him, ‘Get up; make gods for us to lead 
us on; as for this man Moses, who 
brought us up from the land of Egypt, we 
have no idea what has happened to him.’ 

Whilst it might be unkind to pursue 
the analogy as far as to equate cost study 
with the newly-fashioned gods designed 
to lead the profession on to the promised 
land, it is nevertheless not without point 
to wonder whether, in a distant way, the 
analogy may have subconsciously 
impinged itself upon the high priests of 
the profession; for a search party (in 
modern parlance, Working Party) has 
been commissioned to seek the seemingly 
half-forgotten leader, with instructions to 
study the past, present and possible 
future functions of the bills of quantities. 
The researchers are at present, we are 
told, engaged in ‘ considering the reasons 
for the present methods of compiling 
bills’! 

One is constrained to ask is it possible 
that this last must be regarded as a sub- 
ject of research? Have the newly-graven 
gods of cost study indeed had such a 
numbing impact as to wipe out so soon 
the features of the genius that brought 
us up from the land of Egypt?

*Son et Lumiére’ at Norwich 
A COMPARATIVELY NEW MEDIUM of enter- 
tainment, ‘Son et Lumiére,’ was first 
introduced to England in 1958 at Green- 
wich. By a blending of sound and light 
effects, it brings to life quite forcibly the 
history of a famous building and, to some 
extent, reveals in varying colour com- 
binations its architectural beauty. 

The latest place of historical interest 
to benefit from these performances is 
Norwich Cathedral. This majestic and 
lovely building—set in the heart of the 
city—has a long and interesting history, 
and is ideal for a ‘Son et Lumiére.’ The 
performance, which lasts for about forty 
minutes, is dramatic, and traces the 
cathedral’s history from its earliest days 
—when Bishop Herbert de Losinga first 
decided to build it in 1096. A central 
character, played by Mr. Leo McKern, 
links the centuries and the series of his- 
torical events presented in a_ script 
which has been admirably written by Mr. 
John Mortimer. No figures are used, 
though there is a stereophonic effect of 
moving sound, and at one point the 
cathedral goes up in flames—representa- 
tionally of course.

Oxford Roads Dilemma 


AT ITS MEETING on Monday, Oxford City 
Council decided to ask the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government to help 
settle its still unresolved roads problem.

at large’ into three comprehensive road 
schemes, ‘or any parts or combination 
thereof.’

Obituary 
André Coyne 


THE DEATH HAS TAKEN PLACE in Paris of 
M. André Coyne, the eminent French 
engineer and designer of the Kariba and 
Frejus dams. Altogether he had designed 
over a hundred such structures in many 
parts of the world. He was 69. It is a 
matter of regret that the collapse of the 
Frejus dam, in December of last year, 
should have cast a shadow over his mag- 
nificent career, though a_ subsequent 
inquiry made it clear that no mistake was 
made either in the calculations for the 
structure or in its building, which was 
supervised by Coyne himself. The report 
stated that the disaster was apparently 
due to a fault in the rock to which the 
main structure was linked by a concrete 
shoulder. M. Coyne had been in private 
practice since 1946, previous to which he 
had been in the Service des Ponts and 
Chassees of which he became in 1941 
Inspector-General.

LONDON SOUTHAMPTON 
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THREE PROPOSALS to enable the rebuild- 
ing of cities to be effectively carried out 
are made in a memorandum to the 
Government prepared by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. They are: 
(1) The appointment of a Minister respon- 
sible for Planning and Co-ordination; (2) 
the appointment of an expert committee 
charged with studying such issues as 
bringing under one control the planning 
functions now exercised by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government and 
the Board of Trade; and (3) the establish- 
ment of an urban renewal and experi- 
mental unit to obtain and study the data 
necessary for town and city reconstruc- 
tion. The text of the memorandum is: 


Text of Memorandum 


AT THIS YEAR’S BRITISH ARCHITECTS’ CON- 
FERENCE, held at Manchester in June, city 
reconstruction was discussed, and the 
atmosphere was one of urgency. The 
following statement summarises the con- 
clusions then reached: 

A. 1. The Conference were concerned 
with how to achieve in old towns a con- 
genial urban environment ‘for all (for 
work and pleasure, living and shopping), 
in a time of intense building activity; and 
in particular how to reconcile pedestrian 
safety and enjoyment with the free flow 
of motor traffic. They were convinced that 
the legal, administrative and financial 
framework within which local authorities 
and private developers who employ archi- 
tects have to work is jeopardising the 
chances of solving these problems 
properly. 

While the profession could do with 
more skilled architect planners and better 
town planning training, the main need, in 
a critical situation, is for imaginative 
leadership and drive from the Govern- 
ment. This has yet to materialise. 

2. Meanwhile, much rebuilding is 
already taking place, and at an increasing 
rate, in the centres of those prosperous 
towns and cities that attract the private 
developer. Such development, however, 
has so far been piecemeal, whereas com- 
prehensive planned development is essen- 
tial if local authorities are to provide the 
new roads, subways, pedestrian areas, 
upper level pavements, parks, playgrounds 
and all those features that add character 
and convenience to a city as a place to 
live in as well as to work. 

3. In contrast to these prosperous 
central areas are those ‘inner ring’ 
districts, as outmoded and ugly as they 
are inefficient and unprofitable, which 
must be rebuilt before long but which are 
allowed instead to decay because public 
authorities lack the money, and private 
developers the incentive, to renew them. 
These are the ‘twilight areas’ between 
the centre and the outer suburbs that 
occur, not only in London (Battersea, 
Islington and so on), but also in the 
industrial north, the Midlands, Scotland 
and Wales. from which the population 
continues to move. when it can. to the 
South East in search of better conditions. 

B. To meet this situation, the RIBA 


‘Rebuilding Our Cities’ 


RIBA Memorandum to Government 


makes three proposals: 


(i) A Minister responsible for planning 
and co-ordination of development should 
be appointed. There are various ways in 
which existing Government machinery 
could be adjusted to achieve this. 

Town and country planning, for which 
there was a separate Ministry during and 
immediately after the War, has been 
relegated to a department within the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, which does not even carry the 
word ‘ Planning’ in its title. The Minister 
is preoccupied with many other questions 
ranging from housing and rent control to 
local government and Welsh Affairs, yet 
the size of the planning problem at 
national, regional and local level is such 
as to require full-time attention. 

The new Minister (or other organisa- 
tion which the Government consider 
would meet the urgency of the situation) 
would take over the planning functions 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, the distribution of industry 
(now controlled by the Board of Trade) 
and the integration of traffic planning 
with town and country planning on a 
national and regional basis. Such prob- 
lems as urban congestion, green belts, the 
supply of building land and the continued 
drift of population to South East England 
cannot be solved by the Ministry of 
Transport or the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government working in isolation. 


Expert Committee Suggested 


(ii) An expert Committee should be 
appointed, charged with studying issues 
such as these: 

(a) The likely pattern. in a changing 
society, of present towns and cities 
as they could and should develop in 
the future, with particular regard to 
the future impact of motor traffic. 

(b) The financial problems of com- 
prehensive redevelopment, whether 
by private or public enterprise, e.g. 
problems of site acquisition, com- 
pensation and. betterment, ‘un- 
remunerative’ areas and amenities. 

(c) The procedural difficulties of 
local authorities in attempting to en- 
courage comprehensive development, 
whether by private or public enter- 
prise, e.g. the statutory time limit for 
planning consents regardless of the 
scale and character of the develop- 
ment, the limitations of CDA pro- 
cedure, the piecemeal nature of 
slum-clearance. 

(d) The co-ordination of present 


Bank Design 


Appeal Allowed by Minister 


THE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has upheld the appeal of 
Barclays Bank against the refusal of 
Chichester City Council to grant plan- 
ning permission for the proposed new 
bank building in East-street, Chichester. 

In deciding in favour of the Bank, the 


methods of allocating finance under 
unrelated headings such as road 
improvements, slum clearance, hous- 
ing, public utilities, parks and open 
spaces. 

(e) The best use of limited resources 
in technical personnel and how to co- 
ordinate their activities in county, 
district or Government planning. 

(f) Green Belts; and the future 
demand for land for building and the 
supply available to meet it. 


Need for Research Unit 


(iii) An urban renewal research and 
experimental unit should be established 
at once to obtain and study the data 
necessary for town and city reconstruc- 
tion. This might also service the expert 
committee above, but it should be free of 
routine advisory responsibilities, and 
must be adequately staffed with a wide 
range of skills. The following are typical 
of many questions for study, in addition 
to the financial and procedural problems 
referred to above: 

(a) The present and projected move- 
ment of traffic, including pedestrians 
and the space they require, within 
urban areas. 

(b) The traffic generated by build- 
ings of different kinds and uses. 

(c) Alternative methods of car park- 
ing in central and residential areas. 

(d) New trends in shopping, e.g., the 
increase in supermarkets. 

(e) Re-examination of plot ratios, 
daylighting standards and other plan- 
ning techniques. 

(f) Introduction of more residential 
accommodation into central areas and. 
conversely, of light industry and com- 
merce into housing areas. 

This research is needed immediately, 
for without a forward-looking traffic 
system, pedestrian and vehicular, there 
can be no comprehensive reconstruction 
on a new street pattern; and without a 
new street pattern many towns and cities 
must steadily suffocate. 

This unit, whether established depart- 
mentally, interdepartmentally or even on 
a consultant basis, should be encouraged. 
as part of its research, to initiate and 
carry through, in conjunction with 
selected local authorities, pilot schemes 
on an experimental basis. The ‘ urban 
renewal research unit’ established by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment (the constitution of which was 
referred to by the Minister in the House 
on July 12, 1960) is in no sense adequate 
to this task.

Minister said he had no reason to dis- 
agree with the view of the inspector that 
the design of the building conformed 
with the traditional character of East- 
street.

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Criticisms of School Design 


Modern Buildings Condemned in Parliamentary Debate 


SCATHING condemnation of the current 
trend in school designs—‘ this increasing 
ugliness in school building’ and ‘this 
glass shoe-box style with the maximum 
glare’ was his summing up—was made 
by SIR FRANK MARKHAM in an adjournment 
debate on July 12. 

Sir Frank, who is Conservative MP for 
Buckingham, said he had extended his 
investigations over Bedfordshire, Buck- 
inghamshire, Northamptonshire and, in 
a smaller way, Lancashire. And there 
was the same story of increasing ugliness 
in school building. The curious thing 
was that many schools erected before 
1957 were beautiful in balance and design. 
What had caused the change? He had 
concluded that while county architects 
were held responsible for the external and 
internal design of schools, subject to 
certain Ministry conditions on cost, space, 
air circulation and heating requirements, 
nevertheless, with few exceptions, they 
studied carefully the bulletins issued by 
the Ministry giving them advice on 
design. 

The most iniquitous bulletin was No. 
33, ‘The story of post-war school build- 
ing.’ It was wrongly named and should 
be entitled ‘ Instructions to school archi- 
tects,’ for it had almost become their 
bible. The Ministry made clear that it 
expected architects to eschew in their 
school buildings what might be called 
traditional ornament. In other words, it 
recommended and advocated the starkest 
simplicity in design. Consequently there 
were these modern schools with apparent- 
ly the flattest possible roofs and walls of 
glass—just a series of boxes with, here 
and there, a touch of funny colours. 


* Excessive Glazing’ 


He mentioned some of the schools 
completed since 1957 which he had seen, 
including Radcliffe School at Wolverton; 
the College of Further Education at 
Wolverton; Winslow, a modern secondary 
school; and Wing. Wing was redeemed 
by a lovely sylvan setting, but this and 
the other buildings showed regularity run 
riot, with an excessive amount of glazing 
and nothing to break the severity of 
design except an ugly chimney at Wolver- 
ton, or an eccentric superstructure like a 
hat box at Winslow. There were even 
more striking examples such as High 
Wycombe High School for Girls, proba- 
bly the ugliest school building erected in 
the last five years, some of the schools at 
Aylesbury, and Dunstable Girls’ Grammar 
School and Dunstable Technical School 
in Bedfordshire. Spoiling the view of 
Dunstable from the Downs were two 
buildings of extraordinary ugliness, Dun- 
stable’s newest schools. He asked that 
the Minister should withdraw pamphlet 
33, go to the RFA Commission, get it to 
look at these schools, and report. 

His other point concerned the excessive 
glazing on the south side of classrooms 
which turned classrooms into incubators

or, better still, greenhouses. The Ministry 
should ask the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research to make investi- 
gations in schools on glare, temperature 
and humidity. His third point was that 
these new designs cost more than the old. 
It was extraordinary that windows should 
be more expensive than walls. For Rad- 
cliffe School at Wolverton the cost of 
blinds or curtains might well be over 
£1,000. So much of this could be saved 
if the southern lights were limited and 
northern lights expanded. 


The Ministry’s View 


MR. KENNETH THOMPSON, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Education, in his 
reply, said that pamphlet No. 33 was not 
a directive in any form from the Ministry 
to local education authorities or to school 
architects. It was an historic account of 
what had happened in school building 
since the end of the war. It was not 
intended to have any force of recom- 
mendation or to contain anything in the 
form of guidance or precept for the 
future. 

Nevertheless, the Ministry had a part 
to play in the process of seeing that the 
schools needed were provided where they 
were needed, in the numbers in which 
they were needed and of a kind that 
would serve the purpose to be achieved. 

In the first place the Ministry exercised 
judement in the prevaration of an overall 
building plan by which they were able to 
allot their resources among the various 
education authorities so that they could 
see ahead. 

The second control was that the Minis- 
ter had to see that the schools provided 
achieved at least a minimum standard 
in terms of functional efficiency in the 
building. He issued building regulations 
saying that a school for a certain number 
of children in a certain area, and in 
certain conditions. should achieve certain 
minimum standards. These were simply 
the functional requirements of the school. 
Thev had nothing whatever to do with 
the design of the school from the zxsthetic 
point of view. 

The third control was that the Minister 
said that a school, finding its place in the 
programme at a certain time and designed 
to accord with the regulations set out by 
the Department, should also be built 
within a certain ceiling cost set by the 
Devartment. The ceiling cost was not an 
idle ‘ catch-as-catch-can’ piece of guess- 
work, but the product of a great deal of 
research. It was the result of the accumu- 
lation of a great deal of exverience over 
a long time and extensive study since the 
end of the war. 

The amount of glass had nothing to do 
with the Minister or his regulations except 
in so far as the results of inquiries and 
examinations conducted bv the research 
department of the building industry 
showed that there should be a minimum 
admission of light into a school. 


All that they might say to the architect 
was that he must design his buildings so 
that the windows provided would be of 
a size if properly sited to admit that 
amount of light into the school. 

As a sequel to the debate, sir F. 
MARKHAM put two written questions to the 
Minister of Education on July 18, asking 
him to invite the RFA Commission to 
visit and report upon schools built since 
1957, with particular reference to their 
architectural style and zsthetic value, and 
if the DSIR would be invited to make 
inquiries into temperature, humidity and 
glare conditions in classrooms where the 
southern walls were totally or almost 
totally glazed. 

SIR DAVID ECCLES wrote in reply: ‘It 
is always open to local education authori- 
ties and school governors to consult the 
RFA Commission and the Commission 
can ask to be consulted if it considers it 
desirable. I see no need, however, for 
an inquiry of the kind suggested.’ 

On the request concerning glazed class- 
rooms, Sir David Eccles stated: ‘ Exist- 
ing knowledge, founded on research and 
experience, provides an adequate basis for 
the design of classrooms in these respects. 
The Building Research Station of DSIR 
has given much valuable help on these 
and other aspects of school building since 
the war, and my officers keep in close 
touch with the station.’ 


‘Leaky Flat Roof 
Allegations’ 
North Riding Schools Under Fire 


THE ALLEGATION that not one of the North 
Riding Education Committee’s flat-roofed 
schools was watertight was made by 
COUNTY ALD. E. REED, of Thirsk, speaking 
at a Northallerton meeting on Tuesday, 
July 12. Criticising the plans of a new 
school to be built at Malton, Ald. Reed 
said he went to Thirsk County Modern 
School with a prize which he had 
promised, and found in the new part, 
completed two or three months ago, a 
dish catching water from the roof. 

“We have built a lot of flat-roofed 
schools,’ he added, ‘and I have not yet 
heard of one that does not leak some- 
where or other.’ He had asked an archi- 
tect about this flat roof policy and had 
been told that the Ministry of Education 
allowed only so much money for each 
school place, which meant building with 
flat roofs to save expense. He won- 
dered whether, considering the amount of 
ratepayers’ money which would be spent 
in the next 20 years on leaking roofs, it 
would not be better to pay a higher price 
and get a good pitched roof. 

The chairman, ALD. R: S. BUTTERFIELD, 
said, ‘ We have built about 70 new schools 
and in one or two we have had a little 
trouble with water.’ The cost of pitched 
roofs would be enormous. To obtain 
proper classrooms and quarters as they 
were needed, flat roofs were essential.

Contemporary Design 


BY 


THERE is a particular theme in five of our 
main sessions which involves really con- 
troversial issues. These are the sessions 
which deal with one aspect or another of 
contemporary design. 

First with the design of modern stained 
glass. Here, although the Dean of York’s 
excellent little treatise, ‘How to Choose 
Stained Glass,’ has been widely circu- 
lated and read, it is still evident that the 
level of tolerance in the diocesan advisory 
committee system is too low. Commit- 
tees, I know from reading their minutes, 
rejoiced heartily and vocally over good, 
original, new work when it reaches them, 
but I believe they are still letting through 
stuff which is of an appalling mediocrity 
and no help to the cause of true religion. 
Even if the Chancellor eventually grants 
a faculty on grounds which should weigh 
with him only, and not with us, you 
should be unwavering in advising its 
rejection. That is what we are for—to 
maintain and raise standards. 

New church building and its contingent 
questions must be of special interest to 
us, because the Church of England has 
been somewhat slow in realising the full 
imptication of the challenge here. 

Since 1945 a very large programme has 
been undertaken both in building new 
churches for the rapidly expanding 
suburbs and in restoring those elsewhere 
which suffered major war damage. Four 
or five hundred at least, either entirely 
new or virtually reconstructed stand to 
our credit, but the planning put into the 
design of many of them is less creditable. 

That fault does not lie at our door, 
because in many dioceses the Advisory 
Committee is either not consulted, or 
only sees the plan at a late stage when 
major change is impracticable. English 
Church law does not, as you know, 
require a faculty to be granted by the 
Consistory Court to authorise any work 
until after a building is consecrated. 

In the result, there are in some of these 
new churches glaring faults of planning, 
and a general lack of outstanding archi- 
tectural quality in their design. As good 
design can only be the sequel to sound 
planning, it is to that aspect that we must 
give the greatest thought, and these two 
speakers will help us. Both of them, 
like our speaker on glass, have travelled 
widely in order to look at new work 
on the Continent. 

Whilst we have much to learn from

Continental experience, which is  un- 
doubtedly ahead of ours both in planning 
new buildings for worship, and in cloth- 
ing the planned interior in an outward 
form which makes bold and successful 
use of modern materials and techniques, 
we shall not want to adopt uncritically all 
that stems from a tradition not our own. 
This must apply both to plan and design, 
and I would commend to you an article 
on the subject, ‘ Building New Churches 
and the Adaptation of Old Churches: 
Some Reflections on the 20th Century 
Liturgical Movement,’ which will appear 
in our 14th Report next month. In it we,

in the Central Council, have tried to sug- 
gest what should be the response of the 
Church of England to the challenge of 
the new widespread, and very heartening, 
liturgical movement. 

Full consideration of this vital matter 
of new church building is important to 
us all because it will be the subject of a 
debate in the July Session of the Church 
Assembly. In that debate I shall press 
most strongly that the Church makes a 
more effective use of its advisory com- 
mittee system, and that you should be 
consulted in future on all such plans and 
at an earlier stage. 

Another aspect of this theme of con- 
temporary design will be discussed by 
the Bishop of Llandaff, and concerns 
principally the adaptation of churches to 
meet the needs of today. Some clergy 
are beginning to feel that the planning 
arrangements of existing churches are 
hampering their work in building up the 
worshipping life of a parjsh. We have 
to hold the balance between these urgent 
aspirations and the protection of what is 
a valuable expression of our own tradi- 
tional development. These problems are 
already reaching you. and it will be most 
useful to discuss them. 


A Canadian View on Design 
‘ Restrictive Factors’ Present 


THE PRESENT STATUS of church archi- 
tecture in Canada was discussed at a two- 
day convention in Vancouver in May by 
DR. J. R. LENG, Secretary of the Committee 
of Church Architecture of the United 
Church of Canada, as reported in ‘ The 
RAIC Journal’ of June, he spoke of the 
‘ restrictive ’ factors in church design, and 
some of them are worthy of note: 


1. The ever-present lack of funds. 


2. The failure of the architect to 
recognise his relationship to the con- 
gregation and the  congregation’s 
failure to recognise its role in com- 
municating its requirements to the 
architect. A full ‘reciprocal under- 
standing’ of requirements and func- 
tion is necessary. 

3. Church design is suffering from 
‘stereotype-ism.’ Designs are running 
to pattern. The architect too often 
stresses space, or light, or structure, 
and achieves a ‘picturesque eclecti- 
cism ’ with repetition of ‘ worn out ideas 
frequently transplanted from abroad.’ 


4. Planning authorities are dictating 
to the church. 


5. The failure to use good art in 
church architecture. Art forms are 
often in poor taste, vulgar and cheap. 
Hence, we must re-evaluate the role of 
the artist. 


In spite of the unprecedented volume 
of church building in Canada in recent 
years—Dr. Leng estimated $4-5m. in the 
past 4 or 5 years and predicted an equal 
expenditure in the next 4 or 5 years— 


there is (states our contemporary) ample 
evidence of a need for careful and search- 
ing evaluation of the requirements of the 
church in the immediate future. 


20th Century 
Requirements 
Central Council’s Views 


THE NEED to plan new churches and to 
adapt the old in accordance with present- 
day liturgical requirements is emphasised 
in the fourteenth annual report of the 
Central Council for the Care of Churches, 
published on July 13. The more familiar 
aspect of their work is the preservation of 
ancient churches, but they are called 
upon also to encourage architects and 
artists to give of their best in the service 
of the Church. To fulfil this aim, George 
G. Pace FRIBA, contributes a useful and 
practical article entitled ‘A Plea for the 
Box Pew.’ With the aid of photographs 
and diagrams he illustrates the charm of 
the box-pewed interior, and shows how 
they can be made more convenient for 
worship and more comfortable. 

Both in his Editorial and in a paper 
entitled ‘ Building New Churches and the 
Adaptation of Old Churches: Reflections 
on the Twentieth Century Liturgical 
Movement,’ the Dean of Gloucester, the 
Very Rev. Seiriol J. A. Evans, MA, FSA, 
stresses the need for an adequate theo- 
logical and liturgical brief to be given 
to the architect who is called upon to 
design a church. A contrast is drawn 
between the interesting and successful 
church buildings on the Continent, where 
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this has been done, and the many less 
successful buildings here, which have 
been designed for a nineteenth-century 
pattern of Sunday worship, not relevant 
to present-day needs. 

There is, however, a wise word of 
caution to those who would like to adopt 
wholesale the architecture and outward 
manifestations of the continental Litur- 
gical Movement: they are reminded that 
the requirements of the Book of Common 
Prayer are not the same as those of the 
Roman Missal, and that adequate archi- 
tectural provision should be made for the 


reverent and corporate performance of 
baptism and confirmation, morning and 
evening prayer, marriage and the burial 
of the dead. 

The Council call for the appointment 
by the Church of England of a duly 
authorised body to take seriously the 
planning of churches for the Anglican 
Liturgy, just as has been done in some 
French and German dioceses for the 
Roman Liturgy.

‘A Table for Eight’ 


Key People in the Study of Environment 


EIGHT PROFESSIONS representing all those 
who are responsible for the shaping of 
the land and everything upon it, were 
itemised and discussed by MR. G. A. 
JELLICOE, FRIBA, MTPI, honorary presi- 
dent of the International Federation of 
Landscape Architects, in Amsterdam on 
June 20. Mr. Jellicoe was giving the 
opening address to the seventh bi-annual 
conference of the International Federa- 
tion. ‘As key people in the study of all 
environment,’ said the speaker, ‘we have 
the landscape architect, the architect, the 
engineer, the biologist, the artist. the 
town planner and the philosopher. .. . 
Our conference is not to confer about 
landscape or architecture in particular, 
but upon environment as a whole.’ 


Dealing first with the philosopher, Mr. 
Jellicoe said he understood him to be the 
one who ascertained ali known facts and 
fiom them deduced a meaning and pur- 
pose for life. The art of the landscape 
architect was to interpret the emotions 
of the time, and he had therefore to be 
aware consciously or unconsciously of 
changing and widening conditions. Such 
an identity between the creative artist 
and his idea of the universe seemed to 
him to be paramount. Philosophy was no 
exception to the modern tendency for all 
professions to disintegrate into specialised 
fields, and the conference was concerned 
with the philosopher-planner, who was 
essential to our existence. The practising 
town and country planner was so in- 
volved in day-to-day affairs that he had 
to have guidance in his policies. 


The Town and Country Planner 


This title, continued the _ speaker, 
was probably peculiar to England al- 
though there were very few private prac- 
titioners, because all planning was now 
state-controlled through county planning 
authorities. The county planning officer, 
therefore, had the gravest responsibilities 
to the community, he was potentially the 
most important professional of all, and 
his effect upon his community could in 
theory be more beneficent or more 
devastating than any other. 


‘The town and country planner is con- 
cerned primarily with the proper use of 
land. No individual can hope to be master 
in all the facets of the works for which 
he is responsible, and he therefore has 


an office that contains specialists such as 
the sociologist, the architect, and the 
landscape architect, who are there to 
advise rather than to practise. In England 
his findings are subject to the approval 
of his lay planning committee, and tech- 
nically to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. 

‘We find that the ideal of the town 
and country planner is something of an 
administrator, a diplomat, a critic, a 
mathematician, a humanist, and, I think. 
a poet; and perhaps above all a man of 
vision. He is not a creative artist in his 
own right, but he is fully appreciative of 
the arts. His work is diagrammatic until 
he has called in those two parties who 
interest us most, the architect and land- 
scape architect.’ 

Mr. Jellicoe turned next to horticul- 
ture, a branch of the science of biology 
and therefore itself a science. As a 
science, he continued, there was no 
theoretic problem in relation to landscape 
architecture, for it was concerned only 
with facts—a multitude of facts calling 
for a multitude of specialists. It pro- 
vided exact data upon which the land- 
scape architect, if he was wise, would 
come to rely. There were, however, two 
problems that intimately concerned the 
landscape architect: the first was the 
human element among horticulturists, 
and the second was the economy of the 
supply of plants. 

‘The term, engineer, covers all the 
physical sciences, and he should there- 
fore present no problem to the landscape 
architect, to whom, as to the architect, 
he should supply facts and advice. The 
excellence of this advice depends upon 
the individual engineer, for, unlike the 
horticulturist, the young man versed in 
sound theory can come to the fore very 
quickly. He can change inert matter, 
such as a bridge, into something that is 
virile and intensely exciting. Occasionally, 
like Luigi Nervi of Italy or Ove Arup of 
England, he is a poet of the highest order. 
but even so he does not distort his 
material for emotional reasons, like the 
artist. We should, I think, continue to 
regard him solely as a scientist.’ 

The speaker reminded his audience 
that of the more instant problems that 
faced the landscape architect in England 
none was so pressing as the quantity and 
scale of engineering works. 
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‘ The architect,’ he continued, ‘ is first 
and foremost an artist, for he is ulti- 
mately concerned with the distortion of 
materials from their true function to 
contain, express, and convey an emotion. 
Between them, the architect and 
landscape architect are _ responsible 
for the whole physical environment. 
There is a_ generous. collaboration 
between the two professions, which 
promises in England to continue next 
year under the president-elect of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, 
Sir William Holford, who is himself a 
trustee of our own institute. 


Landscape Architecture 

‘ The profession of landscape architec- 
ture is so wide in its ramifications that 
it is extremely difficult to comprehend 
what are its limitations. It is perfectly 
possible for a landscape planner con- 
cerned with the lay-out of a country zone, 
including the grouping of buildings and 
roads and land forms, to commission 
another landscape architect to prepare a 
detailed overall plan including planting, 
who in turn would commission yet a 
third member of our species to design 
the small individual domestic garden 
within the whole. 

‘This range surely is unique, and it 
does not require great vision to 
appreciate that if the world remains 
stable, it will fall upon the landscape 
architect to form the ultimate counter- 
balance to the engineer. If, in the mean- 
time, his profession is hard; with poor but 
heroic education; with an unattractive 
promise of material gain; with work so 
exacting, changeful, and moody, as to 
tire the patience of anyone else; still. 
there is the knowledge that he is groping 
his way to a considerable future and that 
he has with him even today the possibility 
of an art that leaves us breathless.’ 

After brief reference to the sculptor 
and the artist Mr. Jellicoe ended on a 
somewhat philosophical note. He said 
that the eight members of the planning 
quorum had risen above their own indivi- 
dual selves, and each could not exist 
without the others; yet their personalities 
remained in their full individual integrity. 


Making-up Private Streets 
A Guide to Engineers 


ONE of the many problems facing local 
authorities is the making-up of private 
streets to acceptable standards of con- 
struction at a reasonable cost to the fron- 
tagers, and the Road Research Labora- 
tory outlines a number of methods in a 
Road Research Note* published on July 
26. 

Economies recommended are based on 
the experience of local authorities and 
can be effected by making the best use 
of existing construction as well as cheap 
local materials in new road works. 

The recommendations given are for 
roads carrying light traffic of up to forty- 
five commercial vehicles (of unladen 
weight exceeding thirty hundredweight) 
each day.

The Institute of Builders 


Examination Regulations and Syllabuses 


LAST WEEK the Institute of Builders pub- 
lished its ‘ Regulations and Syllabuses for 
the Professional Membership Examina- 
tions’ (48 Bedford-square, WCl, price 
2s. 6d.). The publication contains regu- 
lations made by the Council governing 
the revised scheme of examinations to be 
held in and after 1961; this scheme is an 
important part of the Institute member- 
ship and examination structure which is 
shown in the accompanying diagram. 


The publication consists of an intro- 
duction in which are set out the aims of 
the Institute, its main classes of mem- 
bership, corporate and non-corporate (the 
latter including the Registered Foreman 
class, introduced in May, 1959) and its 
general activities which are conducted 
through the branches and include the 
Discussion Club which functions in Lon- 
don and six other provincial centres. 

Qualifications for membership are as 
Student, Probationer, Associate and 
Fellow, and the aim is that, within 
aproximately two years, admission to the 
institute and progress to the class of 
Fellow will be only on a ladder whose 
rungs are now clearly recognisable. 
Students will pay an annual subscription 
of £1 lls. 6d. and an admission fee of 
£1 ls.; Probationers an annual subscrip- 
tion of £2 12s. 6d. and an admission fee 
of £2 12s. 6d. (unless they have proceeded 
from the students’ class in which there is 
no fee); Associates pay a subscription 
of £6 6s. (overseas £5 5s.) and a transfer 
fee of either £2 2s. or £6 6s., depending 
on whether they have come up through 
the Part II final examination or through 
practice; and Fellows, while paying ne 
transfer fee, will annually subscribe 
£10 10s. (overseas £7 7s.). The new cate- 
gory of Registered Foremen who, like 
students and probationers, enjoy all 
rights of corporate members except that 
they have no voting rights, pay an admis- 
sion fee of £2 2s. and an annual sub- 
scription of £3 3s. 


Admission Qualifications 


The publication gives clear guidance 
on the qualifications for each class. of 
membership and for exemption to the 
Intermediate and Part I Final exams. 
These are based solely on educational 
status and ability, and the qualifications 
acceptable are clearly outlined. For the 
next two years there must necessarily be 
some duality of the system of admissions; 
an immediate beginning is being made 
with entry up the new ladder from 
Student to Associate, but the road by 
which Associateship can be gained via 
the Licentiate Diploma Examination for 
those over 35 years of age, and for the 
Licentiateship itself, will not be closed 
until September, 1963, to allow those at 
present committed to the courses to 
qualify. Until May next, the road to 
membership of the Registered Foreman 
class for approved applicants over 45 
years of age will also remain open; after 
that date entry will be by examination 
only. 


The booklet (which is well-produced 
and printed) gives a concise summary 
of the various examinations and also lists 
exempting qualifications for Part I of the 
Final examinations; no exemption, how- 
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ever, will be granted to Part II of the 
Final Examination. 

Simultaneously, the Institute publishes 
(1) specimen examination papers, (2) 
notes for the guidance of lecturers in Law 
and Economics, and (3) suggested reading 
lists. All these may be obtained free on 
application to the Secretary, the Institute 
of Builders, 48 Bedford-square, London, 
wcl. 
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Quality Control 


International Conference at Westminster 


EVERY MANUFACTURER is concerned with 
the problem of determining and then 
maintaining the appropriate standard of 
quality of every component of each pro- 
duct he makes. The standard of each 
component will depend on a number of 
factors including available capital, the 
length of time the product will be in use, 
stress, extent of usage, etc. 

Some British manufacturers have long 
recognised the rédle which modern quality 
control techniques can play in helping to 


determine and maintain quality methods. 
Unfortunately, the extent of application 
of these methods is not particularly wide- 
spread. 

So important is the subject of quality 
control that an international conference 
will take place at Church House, West- 
minster, on September 1, 2 and 3, when 
some leading authorities on quality con- 
trol will participate. Further details may 
be obtained from the British Produc- 
tivity Council, 21 Tothill-street, SW1. 





Fire Precautions at Planning Stage 


Worcester Fire Officer's Forthright Observations 


IN HIS TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT to the 
Worcester City and County Fire Brigade 
Committee MR. G. EASTHAM, MIFireE, chief 
fire officer, expresses amazement at the 
complete absence of provisions in the 
Planning Acts to allow for safety from 
fire. ‘ Evidently,’ he says, ‘ it was accepted 
that you could plan for amenity but not 
for safety.’ 

The report states that in Worcester- 
shire it was established that observations 
could be passed at the planning stage and 
some control was put on certain cate- 
gories of risk. The new Caravan Sites and 
Control of Development Bill, 1960, was 
anticipated by covering certain require- 
ments for fire precautions in caravan 
sites. Emphasising the importance of 
observations at planning stage, Mr. East- 
ham states that the recent Glasgow 
tragedy fortified his view that safety from 
fire as a planning matter should be firmly 
established by the responsible Ministers. 

Disappointment at the lack of fore- 
sight in these matters is expressed by Mr. 
Eastham when he mentions that until 
comparatively recently it had been agreed 
that special protection or means of escape 
were required if a person lived over 20 ft. 
from the ground—a reasonable distance 
to drop being one floor. ‘I do not accept 
the view,’ he continues, ‘ of the Ministry 


of Housing and Local Government who 
are attempting to push the height to 
42 ft., the distance reached by a first 
brigade escape appliance. A _ person 
should be able to escape by his own 
efforts in the event of delay in the arrival 
of the Fire Brigade.’ 

Turning to Ministry and housing 
authorities’ desire to build flats and 
maisonettes as cheaply as possible the 
report states that reasonable extra pro- 
tection could be provided at very limited 
additional cost. A Code of Practice was 
being prepared by the British Standards 
Institution and this should help to 
standardise provisions of the means of 
escape in this type of dwelling. 

Materials used for thermal insulation 
came in for considerable criticism in this 
forthright and constructive report. ‘In 
December,’ states Mr. Eastham, ‘the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment issued new model building by-laws 
on thermal insulation. These by-laws 
allow materials for thermal insulation not 
permitted by the regulations under the 
Act covering factory premises, since they 
have a high flame spread characteristic. 
Lives are lost in homes, rather than in 
factories, and I am firmly of the view that 
such dangereus linings should not be per- 
mitted, particularly on lower floors, the 


A Rubber Sealing Compound 


New Swedish Development 


SEVERAL new uses for rubber in building 
and other branches of construction have 
been developed by a Swedish manufac- 
turer. One technique is the application of 
a semi-fluid compound based on synthetic 
rubber to seal the joints of prefabricated 
concrete elements. Prior to application, 
which is by spraygun, the compound (Tre- 
bofog) is mixed with an accelerator thus 
enabling the vulcanising process to be 
completed in about seven days. The com- 
pound is free of dissolvents or volatile 


A spraygun used to apply the semi-liquid 
rubber compound into the joints of pre- 
fabricated concrete elements 


ingredients which can evaporate or cause 
shrinking or drying. A foam rubber strip 
is placed in the joint before the compound 
is applied obviating the need for caulk- 
ing in most cases, 

This jointing medium, it is claimed, is 
impervious to damage from rain, sun and 
other atmospheric conditions. It has a 
life expectancy of several decades; it is 
able to withstand variations in movement 
without cracking or loosening; and has a 
reliable tightening effect against the often 
rough edged surfaces of the joints. 

A new method of making concrete 
sewer joints leak-proof has been de- 


_ veloped by the same firm in collaboration 


with a manufacturer of concrete drainage 
systems. The latter has evolved a method 
of precision-shaping the ends of the sewer 
elements and a rubber ring, suitable for 
rolling into the joint, has been made. 
Strict requirements for hardness, breaking 
point, ageing, and water absorption have 
been taken into consideration so that the 
ring will outlast the expected life of the 
sewer.

National President's Warning on Discreditable Firms 


MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, National 
president, speaking at the _ half-yearly 
general meeting of the Northern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
at Croft Spa Hotel, near Darlington, on 
July 20, said: ‘I do not think that 
the recent increase in Bank rate should 
cause building firms to lose their confi- 
dence in the future. There is plenty of 
work in hand and the long-term outlook 
suggests that the building programme will 
continue at a high level. 

‘There is, however, one aspect of our 
industry today which should, I consider, 
give all of us cause for concern. It is 
the noticeable increase over recent 
months in what I can only describe as 
shoddy building. We have all seen 
evidence of it in brickwork, plasterwork, 
painting and joinery.’ 

Most of such work, Mr. Parish con- 
tinued, was perpetrated by firms and 
organisations which had no real roots in 
the building industry and consequently 


had little or no regard for its prestige and 
well-being. They were concerned only 
with ‘ getting by’ with the lowest admis- 
sible standards of workmanship, with 
doing the job in minimum time and with 
making the maximum profit, regardless 
of the plight in which the client or 
building owner might subsequently be 
left. 

*I want to say emphatically,’ he went 
on, ‘that member firms of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
are in no circumstances prepared to lower 
their standards of integrity, competence 
and performance to counter the kind of 
competition that firms of not altogether 
reputable character introduce. We stand 
by the inaxim of a sound job for a fair 
price and we are not prepared to accept 
into membership any firm unless it can 
show conclusively that it observes this 
principle. 

‘It is open to every building owner, 
whether public authority or private 


Thames Valley Gravel Raising 
Minister Rejects Development Appeal 


AN APPEAL by Hall and Co., Ltd., against 
the refusal of Chertsey (Surrey) Urban 
Council, acting for the planning authori- 
ties, to permit 173 acres of Thames-side 
land at Chertsey to be used for sand and 
gravel-raising has been rejected by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. A public inquiry held last October, 
which lasted for four days, was conducted 
by a Ministry inspector. Mr. C. E. Pinel, 
with the assistance of Mr. E. Hockley, an 
engineering inspector. 

In communicating the decision to the 
solicitors for the appellants, the Ministry 
letter states: ‘The inspector . did 
not consider that safeguarding the water 
supply was the main factor in determin- 
ing the appeal, but regarded the amenity 
as of paramount importance. The appeal 
site was land of outstanding character, 
particularly as it lay between the built-up 
parts of Chertsey and the River Thames. 
It had an almost park-like appearance and 
gave the impression of open and unspoilt 
countryside. It was close to residential 
development and if worked for gravel, 
residents in the immediate locality would 
suffer considerable nuisance from lorry 
traffic. 

‘The general conditions of working 
would impair the amenities of the neigh- 
bourhood. Moreover, the proposed reduc- 
tion of a farm of 160 acres to a holding 
of 50 or 60 acres was not warranted. 

‘The inspector accepted the evidence 
that the present output of sand and gravel 
in the West London area was substantially 
greater than the demand estimated by the 
Advisory Committee on Sand and Gravel. 
He noted the view that the recent rising 
trend would continue and that there was 
no stockpiling. Nevertheless, he did not 
accept the argument that the appeal site 
must come under production in 1964 in 
order to meet a demand which could not 


be met from available sources, or that it 
must be the natural replacement for the 
Bedfont pit. 

‘If the site were not available the in- 
spector thought that adjustments could be 
made in the programming of your clients’ 
pits and reserve areas to permit an over 
all life of approximately 10 years. In the 
inspector’s opinion the amenity considera- 
tions were over-riding that this land 
should not be used for the excavation of 
sand and gravel and should remain in 
agricultural use in view of its scenic value 
as part of the picturesque Laleham Reach. 
He recommended that the appeal should 
be dismissed.’ 


The Minister agreed with the recom- 
mendations and dismissed the appeal. 


‘Heating Your Home’ 
Design Centre Exhibition 


IN SEPTEMBER the Design Centre is mount- 
ing an exhibition of methods of heating 
the home. The first section shows com- 
plete heating, which is defined as the 
warming of the whole house from one 
source; the second deals with partial heat- 
ing—the warming of some rooms from a 
central source and others individually; 
the third displays appliances for local 
heating, defined as the warming of rooms 
by individual heaters in each room. In all 
56 heaters will be shown for the main 
types of fuel—electricity, gas, oil and solid 
fuel. Linking displays are being arranged 
by retailers all over the country. For a 
fee of 12s. 6d. the Council of Industrial 
design supplies packaged information 
which includes four alternative layouts. 
Retailers who wish to take part should 
apply to Miss Jean Stewart, Council of 
Industrial Design, 28, Haymarket SWI.

Builders’ Light Goods 
Vehicles 


Compulsory Testing of Ten-Year-Old 
Models 


BUILDERS using light trucks and run- 
abouts that are ten years old or more 
will be affected by the new Ministry of 
Transport testing scheme, which has now 
been announced to start on September 
12. From a date to be announced by the 
Minister—possibly January 1 next—it 
will be unlawful to use such a vehicle 
on the road without a valid test certifi- 
cate. The certificate will also be required 
before an excise licence can be renewed. 
Meanwhile, light goods vehicles of any 
age may be submitted for test on a volun- 
tary basis. 

The plan applies to goods vehicles up 
to 30 cwt. unladen weight—that is, those 
taxed at an annual rate of £20 or less. 
Larger vehicles are outside the present 
scheme, although the law already allows 
the police or authorised examiners to 
stop and test any goods vehicle for 
mechanical faults. 

The new tests will be chiefly concerned 
with braking, lights and steering, which 
must in general conform to the Construc- 
tion and Use Regulations, 1955. Testing 
stations, approved by the Ministry of 
Transport, are being set up in most towns, 
and will display a sign consisting of three 
white triangles on a blue ground, and 
the words ‘Vehicle Testing Station 
approved by the Ministry of Transport.’ 

Certificates will be valid for one year, 
and the fee for the test will be 14s., plus 
one shilling if a certificate is given. After 
rectification of faults a vehicle may be 
re-tested within 14 days for 8s. Appeals 
may be lodged if it is considered that 
certificates have been justifiably refused. 


Official Notification 


Japanese Imports and Exports 


NEW TRADE ARRANGEMENTS between the 
United Kingdom and Japan for the period 
ending March 31, 1961, were signed on 
July 15. These arrangements provide for 
import quotas and other trade facilities. 
Included in the list of goods to be freed 
from control when imported from Japan 
are asbestos manufactures, lighting 
appliances and fittings, worked granite 
and marble, and tiles. Among the export 
goods for which increased quotas are pro- 
vided are machine tools and plate and 
sheet glass. This information is given in 
the BoT’s Notice to Importers, No. 946.

Mow List of Contractors 
Revised Procedure to be Adopted 


FOLLOWING AN INVESTIGATION by Mr. 
Harmar Nicholls, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, the Ministry of Works (as reported 
in ‘ The Builder’ last week) is to revise 
its procedure for listing possible contrac- 
tors for its constructional work to ensure 
that every building and civil engineering 
contractor in the country has a fair 
chance of being considered. All firms of 
suitable standing are to be told how they 
may get on to the Ministry’s Approved 
List from which firms are selected for 
invitation to tender. The Ministry is also 
going to make sure that information about 
firms already on the list is up to date. 


The new scheme was explained to 
building trade Press representatives on 
July 19 by Mr. Harmar Nicholls. The 
present approved list contains the names 
of some 17,500 firms, of which some 5,000 
are general contractors and the remainder 
specialists. It has always been open to any 
firm which considers it has the capacity 
to undertake work for the Ministry to 
apply to be put on the list. Before a firm 
is entered on the list the Ministry visits 
its premises, examines the work it has 
done and takes up references. The list had 
its origin in pre-war days, but during the 
war it was extended and kept up to date 
by information obtained from the Works 
and Buildings Priorities Committee, which 
kept records of major contractors and 
their capacity. This Committee was 
abolished in 1946, however, and since 
then the Ministry has relied upon the 
initiative of contractors for application to 
be included in the list and to keep the 
Ministry informed of changed circum- 
stances. 


Applications in September 


To explain its present intentions, the 
Ministry will be sending a note to all 
contractors in the industry next Septem- 
ber. It will be enclosed with the annual 
return which the Department collects 
from every firm on details of employment. 
It will be made clear in the note that the 
Ministry is not anxious to encourage the 
very small firms (those not employing 
more than five men) to apply, as the 
number of jobs they could cover is very 
limited. Neither will the invitation be 
extended to specialist sub-contractors at 
this stage. 


Firms not yet on the list will be invited 
to write for an application form, which 
will have to be completed and supported 
by a certificate signed by a qualified 
architect, surveyor or engineer to the 
effect that the applicants are of good 
standing and capable of carrying out jobs 
of the size stated. Such applications 
which are judged satisfactory will be 
placed initially on a provisional list and 
considered with firms on the approved 
list when the Ministry draws up lists of 
firms to be invited to tender. Before 
being invited. the references of such a 
firm will be taken up and its premises and 
capabilities inspected. If it then comes 
up to approved list standards it will be 
transferred to that list. 


It was pointed out that on January 1, 
last, the Ministry had in force only 871 
new works contracts and 618 mainten- 
ance contracts, so that every firm on the 
list cannot expect frequent invitations. 

To ensure that the present approved 
list is entirely up to date, the Ministry 
will invite those firms on it who have not 
been in recent touch with the Department 
to report any changes in their organisa- 
tion and capabilities. The Ministry par- 
ticularly wants to hear of firms which can 
now carry out larger jobs than when they 
were first entered on the list. 


Some Points Amplified 


ANSWERING QUESTIONS at the Press con- 
ference, MR. HARMAR NICHOLLS said that 
the new scheme should not be taken as 
indicating that the Ministry would be 
releasing more work; the contrary, if any- 
thing, was more likely. But the scheme 
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was an attempt to give every reputable 
contractor a chance to tender. The lists 
on which the Ministry worked would of 
course be largely augmented, and the 
method of selecting the number of 
builders to tender for any one job would, 
in first instance, be in the hands of the 
regional officer, who would submit 
approximately three times the optimum 
number for the size of the contract to 
the architect in charge of the job who 
would make the final selection. 

Asked what would be the position of 
the national contractor who often ten- 
dered far from home, Mr. Nicholls said 
that such contractors would have to 
depend largely on their own initiative and 
get in touch with the regional officer 
when they wished to be considered for 
inclusion on the tendering list. 

Mr. Nicholls issued a warning that no 
firm should think that investigation of its 
capability and resources necessarily indi- 
cated that an invitation to tender would 
follow or, indeed, that the Ministry was 
contemplating releasing more work in 
that area. 


The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own 


The Summer Recess 


THE HOUSE OF LORDS adjourned yesterday 
and the House of Commons adjourns 
today (July 29) for the long summer 
recess. Proceedings in the Lords con- 
cluded with a Royal Commission at 
which the Royal Assent was given to a 
number of Bills which both Houses have 
been considering over the past months. 


Implementing RFAC’s 
Recommendations 


MR. HAROLD MACMILLAN, the Prime 
Minister, firmly rejected a request by 
Mr. Woodrow Wyatt on July 21 that a 
Minister should be appointed with the 
responsibility of implementing the Royal 
Fine Art Commission’s recommendations. 
‘Such an action,’ said the Prime Minister. 
‘would be entirely inconsistent with the 
commission’s status as an advisory body.’ 

Asking the Prime Minister to look into 
this ‘and check the careless vandalism 
that is going on under his Government,’ 
MR. WYATT Said the commission had 
recommended to the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government that Euston 
Station should not be pulled down and 
the Doric Arch not destroyed. It had 
been totally ignored. 

MR. MACMILLAN said that on July 7 the 
Parliamentary Secretary stated he had 
received a letter from the RFA Commis- 
sion on this subiect and he was studying 
it. That was still the position. 

MR. GAITSKELL, the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition, pointed out that there was con- 
siderable doubt whether the Commission 
had the resources to enable it to fulfil its 
extremely important functions adequately 
and MR. MACMILLAN replied: ‘ This is an 
advisory body which advises the Govern- 
ment departments and local authorities. 
I am not aware it lacks resources, if by 
that is meant financial resources. A large

number of people give voluntary help to 
it—architects and artists of all kinds. But 
if it requires some additional staff to do 
its work I will be glad to look into it.’ 

MR. KENNETH ROBINSON said_ the 
Minister of Works had stated that the 
Doric Arch at Euston was neither an 
ancient monument nor an historic house. 
In view of that, would the Prime Minister 
see whether some special effort could be 
made to save this unique monument? 

MR. MACMILLAN said it was a difficult 
problem. To re-erect it was very expen- 
sive. It would raise the question whether 
it was wise expenditure, or whether this 
was the best solution. 


Single Contract for 
University 
Hospital of Wales 


THE MINISTER OF HEALTH has agreed in 
principle that the new University Hospital 
of Wales may be built under one contract 
instead of in stages as was first envisaged. 
provided that thts does not delay the 
building. This was announced by mIss 
Pitt, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Health, in a debate on July 19 on the 
hospital service in Wales. 

Miss Pitt said that the major building 
programme now in hand would see the 
provision in the next few years of 
modern, fully equipped acute hospitals in 
each major population centre in Wales. 
Those areas for which plans had yet to 
be announced were North-East Wales and 
the northern part of Monmouthshire. The 
increasing capital allocation for hospital 
building in Wales had not only made it 
possible to start many more schemes. 
large and small, but also to enable a num- 
ber of the major schemes to be speeded 
up.

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Wales had now been decided and a par- 
ticular feature of the design was the com- 
plete integration of the teaching depart- 
ments and the hospital units. 

During the debate MR. LEO ABSE Said 
the design of the new University Hospital 
had attracted attention from every young 
architect in Wales who had been horrified 
by the plans which had been produced. 
He was not surprised. The Principality 
had already suffered from some of the 
effects of architectural establishment in 
Wales. There was the monstrous bee- 
hive desecrating the civic centre of 
Cardiff which housed the Welsh College 
of Technology. When the most important 
assessor of the committee was responsible 
for that desecration, he (Mr. Abse) was 
not surprised at the result which had 
come about. The hospital was just what 
one could expect from this miscegena- 
tion; out of the architectural-medical 
establishment of Wales an architectural 
abortion had been produced. 

More important than the aesthetic 
aspect of the matter, there was grave dis- 
quiet that this school was becoming a 
glorified cottage hospital. Anyone 
examining objectively the present plans of 
the hospital could not but come to the 
conclusion that there had been a battle 
for beds but there had been little battle 
to ensure that they built a hospital which 
would be worthy of the 1970s instead of 
the outmoded medical traditions of the 
1950s. 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, who is Minister for 
Welsh Affairs, said that as Minister of 
Housing and Local Government he found 
that people’s architectural tastes differed. 
He doubted whether any selected design 
for this hospital would have given com- 
plete satisfaction. 


Other Business 

Pipeline Inquiry 

The Government have begun an 
examination of the procedures to be fol- 
lowed in future pipeline developments in 
the United Kingdom, said the Minister of 
Power, MR. RICHARD WOOD, on June 28, 
when the Esso Petroleum Bill was read 
a second time. He undertook to make a 
further statement to the House when the 
examination was complete. The Bill con- 
tains proposals for the construction of 
pipelines from Fawley to London Airport 
and to Severnside. 


Obfuscation at Westminster 


MR. H. CLARK asked the Minister of 
Works on June 28 what would be the 
cost of preparing the soil and resowing 
the grass in the Cloister Court of the 
Palace of Westminster. 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘About £80. But this 
courtyard has been returfed a number of 
times in the last few years: it gets no 
sunlight and the grass will not grow. I 
therefore propose, with the agreement of 
the Palace authorities. to replace grass by 
paving. The work is due to be carried 
out in the long recess.’ 


Heliports in London 

MR. T. H. H. SKEET asked the Minister 
of Aviation on June 28 what considera- 
tion he had given to the establishment of 


a commercial heliport in London. 

MR. SANDYS wrote: ‘I expect shortly to 
have the report of a technical committee 
set up by the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation in July, 1959. Its task is 
to recommend possible locations for heli- 
ports in London.’ 


Dwellings for Old People 


LORD BALNIEL asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what 
proportion of the houses, flats and bunga- 
lows built by each of the new town de- 
velopment corporations had been allo- 
cated to old people; and what was the 
proportion of the houses, flats and bunga- 
lows under construction in each of the 
new towns which was due to be allocated 
to old people. 

MR. H. BROOKE wrote in reply on June 
21: ‘The information in the following 
table relates only to development cor- 
poration dwellings; it does not include 
the many old peoples’ dwellings provided 
by local authorities. In most towns the 
percentage of existing dwellings suitable 
for old people is higher than that given 
in column (1); some dwellings are let for 
the time being to younger people to meet 
the urgent needs of industry in the new 
towns. The figures in column (2) refer 
to dwellings suitable for old people. The 
number allocated initially to old people 
will depend on the demand for accommo- 
dation when the dwellings become avail- 
able.

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Parking Space Standards 


MR. ORAM asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on June 28 
whether he was aware that local plan- 
ning authorities were requiring the pro- 
vision of parking space for cars within 
the curtilage of commercial buildings 
when the application was only for a 
change of user from a warehouse to office 
accommodation: if he would state his 
policy in this respect; and what action he 
proposed to take in the matter. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrete: ‘The Minister does not 
know whether local planning authorities 
in general require parking space to be 
provided within the curtilage in these cir- 
cumstances. But provision of parking 
space, there or elsewhere, should be 
related to the new use, whether it is in a 
new building or an old one; and if the 
Minister decides to issue guidance to 
local planning authorities this point will 
be borne in mind.’ 

Sir K. Joseph stated also: ‘The 
Minister thinks local planning authorities 
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should ensure the provision of parking 
space for commercial buildings either 
within the curtilage or elsewhere; he has 
not issued guidance on standards of pro- 
vision, but he is considering whether to 
do so.’ 

MR. ROBERT EDWARDS asked if the 
Minister was aware of the difficulties 
created for commercial undertakings par- 
ticularly shops and showrooms, arising 
out of the lack of uniform standards of 
parking space requirements for all new 
developments because of the differing 
standards in the various county council 
areas; and if he would investigate this 
matter, with a view to establishing over- 
all uniform standards for shopping and 
commercial centres. 

SIR K. JOSEPH wrote: ‘The Minister 
is not aware of difficulties arising from 
this cause, but he is considering whether 
to issue guidance to local planning 


authorities on parking space standards.’ 


Siting of Nuclear Power Stations 


LORD MOTTISTONE asked the Govern- 
ment in the House of Lords on June 29 
if in siting nuclear power stations they 
took into account latest technical develop- 
ments and whether these developments 
would, while reducing capital cost, make 
it possible to relax the present siting re- 
Strictions so that reactors could be 
erected in built-up areas. 

Replying, EARL WALDEGRAVE said: 
‘Policy in regard to the siting of nuclear 
power stations is kept under constant 
review in the light of technical develop- 
ments but it is too soon to say whether 
the development of the advanced gas- 
cooled reactor will justify a material 
change in siting policy.’ 

LORD MOTTISTONE asked if in view of 
these changed circumstances concerning 
cooling methods, the Government would 
discourage the building of sone such 
station, or two or three as was now 
hinted, at so beautiful and unspoiled a 
spot as the mouth of the Newtown River 
in the centre of the southern shore of the 
Solent. EARL WALDEGRAVE Said that with- 
out notice of that question he could do 
no more than say that they took notice of 
any point raised but siting policy in 
general must continue to follow existing 
policy. 


Redevelopment of St. Marylebone Station 


SIR W. WAKEFIELD asked the Prime 
Minister on July 5 if he would ensure that 
the Departments of Transport, Aviation, 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, and the 
Home Office were informed by the Minis- 
ter of Housing and Local Government of 
the proposals for the redevelopment of 
the 44 acres comprising St. Marylebone 
Station and goods yard at an early stage, 
in view of the need for the right kind of 
redevelopment of this important area of 
Central London. 


MR. HAROLD MACMILLAN wrote: ‘ All 
necessary consultations will take place 
when the proposals are submitted for 
planning permission; but I understand 
that this has not yet been done.’ 

The Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government, added 
on July 18, ‘I understand that an outline 
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application for permission to develop St. 
Marylebone station and goods yard was 
made to the LCC on July 12. No doubt 
the county council will now undertake 
the necessary consultations.’ 


Planning Grant Regulations, Scotland 


MR. J. S. MACLAY, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, in reply to a question by Dr. 
Mabon, said on July 5: ‘I am sending 
this week to the local authority associa- 
tions, as a basis for consultations with 
them, proposals for the revision of the 
grant regulations under the Town and 
Country Planning (Scotland) Acts in the 
light of the provisions of the 1958 Act.’ 


Dundee Technical College 


MR. GEORGE THOMSON asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland on July 13 for 
details of the extension proposed for 
Dundee Technical College. 

MR. J. S. MACLAY wrote: ‘ Detailed pro- 
posals for accommodation are at present 
being examined with the Governors and 
should be approved soon. Generally, the 
extension is likely to double the existing 
floor area of the college and to alow 
expansion of most of the teaching depart- 
ments and substantial improvements in 
communal accommodation.’ 


Improvement Grants 


MR. W. G. CLARK asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on July 
14 what were the annual numbers of 
grants made under the Improvement 
Grants Scheme and the Standard Grants 
Scheme for the years 1957, 1958 and 
1959; and if he had an estimate available 
for 1960. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘ The answer to the 
first part of the question, in terms of 
dwellings in applications approved for 
grant, is given in the following table:

‘The rate at which applications for 
grants have been approved in the first 
five months of this year has continued to 
show an increase. If this is maintained, 
the total number of grants for 1960 is 
likely to be in the neighbourhood of 
120,000, made up of about 45,000 dis- 
cretionary grants and 75,000 standard 
grants.’ 


House Building in Crawley 


MR. GOUGH asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on July 19 if 
he was aware that the rate of house build- 
ing in Crawley had fallen behind the re- 
quirements of industry in that town, and 
what steps were being taken to remedy 
this. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘In Crawley, as in 
some other places, demands for labour 
have been heavy recently. At the same 
time, since the town is nearing com- 
pletion, the rate of house-building there 
must slow down. The number of school- 


leavers is however increasing every year, 
and it is most important that employers 
should make full use of their services. I 
am about to authorise the Development 
Corporation to build another 270 houses, 
in addition to the 400 already being built. 
The UDC will also be building about 
100 houses next year, and the Corpora- 
tion will shortly be discussing their 
further programme with them. Private 
enterprise builders have land sufficient for 
about 400 houses. I believe that all 
reasonable requirements over the next 
three years will thus be met, but the pro- 
gramme will be kept under close review.’ 


Advertising on Business Premises 


MR. ELLIOTT asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on July 
19 in view of the substantial increase in 
the amount of advertising displayed on 
shop premises, whether he was satisfied 
that the terms of the Code of Standards 
for Advertising on Business Premises, to 
which he contributed the foreword, were 
being observed. 


S#R KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote: ‘It is bound to take some 
time before it is possible to judge the 
effect of the Code. It is not the Minister's 
responsibility to secure that it is 
observed: but he certainly deplores action 
which is inconsistent with it and with the 
efforts which-are being made by respon- 
sible trade organisations to deal with 
clutter on business premises.’ 


Slum Clearance Statistics 


MR. SPRIGGS asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on July 
19 what was the latest estimate he could 
give of the houses needed by local 
authorities to deal with slum clearance 
and general needs. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘About 650,000 
houses remain to be cleared under the 
present slum clearance programmes of 
local authorities. The number of dwel- 
lings required to rehouse the occupants 
will probably be rather larger. I can 
make no estimate of the number of 
houses which local authorities may find 
it necessary to provide for general needs. 
But a substantial part of those needs can 
be met progressively from vacancies 
arising among the 34m. houses which 
local authorities already own.’ 


No Grant for Doric Arch 


Replying to a question by SIR FRANK 
MARKHAM on July 5, SIR KEITH JOSEPH, 
Parliamentary Secretary, wrote: ‘The 
Minister has just heard from the LCC 
that the BTC have informed them that 
the Commission would raise no objection 
to the re-erection of the Arch if a suitable 
site can be agreed, but they are not will- 
ing to pay for it. The Council inquired 
whether there is a possibility of a con- 
tribution from Government sources, but 
the Minister has no power to make a 
contribution for this purpose. I am 
ascertaining whether there are any other 
possibilities.’ 

MR. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the 
Minister of Works on July 19 whether 
there had been any application to the 
Historic Buildings Council for a grant in 
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connection with the proposal to dismantle 
and re-erect the Doric Arch at Euston 
Station; and with what result. 


LORD J@HN HOPE: ‘No. On July 1, the 
LCC asked whether my Ministry had any 
powers to make a grant towards the cost 
of dismantling and re-erecting the Doric 
Arch at Euston. After taking legal advice, 
my Department informed the LCC that 
neither Section 4(1) of the Historic 
Buildings and Ancient Monuments Act, 
1953, nor Section 3(3) of the Ancient 
Monuments Act, 1931, empowered me to 
make a grant towards the cost of dis- 
mantling and re-erecting the Arch.’ 


The Abingdon Site, Westminster 


Asked for details of his proposals for 
the use of the Abingdon site near the 
Palace of Westminster, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
Minister of Works, in a written reply on 
July 19, recalled his proposal to use this 
site as an open space, adding that he 
was considering in consultation with the 
Minister of Transport the possibility of 
providing an underground garage below 
it. He would make details of his propo- 
sal made known as soon as possible. 


No Delay on MoW Projects 


When an assurance was sought, on 
July 19, that the Government announce- 
ment on capital expenditure would not 
delay or diminish the projected work on 
the South Bank to rehouse the Patent 
Office and also the National Scientific 
Library, LORD JOHN HOPE, Minister of 
Works, said the earliest date by which 
a building contract for this scheme could 
be let was 1963 so it was not affected by 
the recent announcement regarding the 
next financial year. The planning and 
design of the building were proceeding. 


Points From Replies 


* Part II of the Arts Council’s report on 
Housing the Arts, dealing with the pro- 
vinces, may be expected by the late 
autumn.” (Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
July 18.) 


‘A large new power station is now 
being built at Blyth, and the Generating 
Board will no doubt bear in mind the 
availability of coal and labour in the 
north-east when considering sites for 
future stations.’ (Minister of Power, 
July 4.) 


‘It must be expected that helicopter 
services will, before many years have 
passed, become one of the normal 
methods of travel between cities. I have, 
therefore, advised local authorities to 
consider earmarking well in advance suit- 
able sites for heliports.’

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‘Plenum-fioor’ System in House Construction 


Provision for Warm Air Circulation and Other Services 


THE ‘ PLENUM-FLOOR’ system of construc- 
tion is a combination of a thin (2 in.) 
slab of concrete placed on the ground 
with a system of joists to hold conven- 
tional flooring, the joists being supported 
directly on the slab itself. The system 
eliminates heavy girders, joists, piers or 
footers within the floor area. The con- 
crete slab is poured essentially right on 
grade, but with a space of 5 to 6 in. 
between the concrete and the finish floor- 
ing. This space between forms the heat- 
ing plenum (warm air distribution). Most 
of the wiring and utility lines may pass 
through that space also. This keeps 
house roof lines low. There is also less 
need for deep footers to support walls 
because the weight of house floor and 
contents rests on the slab itself, not on 
walls. 

The greatest cost savings in a plenum- 
floor house arise from reduced expense in 
installing the warm air heating system. A 
down-flow forced warm air heater is 
installed by simply setting it over an 
opening in the floor. With fan operating, 
air in the plenum is under slight positive 
pressure so that registers or outlets may 
be located anywhere simply by cutting 
holes in the floor. The simplest method 
is to run finish flooring only up to within 
about 3 in. of outside walls, thus pro- 
viding a warm air outlet or slot around 
all cold wall areas. Heating of the house, 
however, is only partially by the warm 
air forced up through openings. The 
remainder is panel heating by the warm 
floor itself. 

In making this installation, care must 
be exercised to see that the joint between 
sill and wall is well caulked with resilient 
material, otherwise there will be an 
escape of warm air, under slight pressure, 
from the plenum. If desired, an opening 
can be arranged so that warm air is 
admitted under the front step or other 
exposed area from which it is desired to 
keep ice melted. Floor registers can be 
located anywhere in the house and can 
be added at any time. 

Floor joists to which finish floor is 
fastened may be only 2 in. x 3 in. or 2 in. 
x 4 in. laid flat. Plywood or particle 
board panels, underlay for linoleum or 
kitchen or bathroom tiles, are fastened 
directly to those joists. Finish flooring 
in other living areas may be any conven- 
tional type but a subfloor is not needed. 
During construction phases, the concrete 
slab provides a work surface for 
operatives. The W-trusses, nailed or 
stapled to the underside of joists, permit 
free circulation of air in all directions 
under the floor. In cold climates some 
insulation is needed along outside walls 
(in plenum) and around the perimeter of 
the slab to reduce heat losses. 

A valuable characteristic of the special 
W-truss employed is its ability to adjust 
itself automatically to slight irregularities 
in the level of the concrete surface. Only 
the ends of the trusses are attached to 
joists, the centre contact point being left 
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so that it floats free. Bottom points rest 
on a layer of building paper and are not 
attached to the concrete slab. The centre 
point, therefore, can swing one way or 
the other to adjust or compensate for 
differences as great as 3 in. in the level 
of the concrete. Legs or bearing points 
rest firmly on the slab so there is no rattle 
or movement. 

It is a simple and rapid operation to 
attach the trusses to the joists before the 
latter are put in place with a power 
stapler or nailer. Some care is necessary 
to make certain that trusses are all 
adjusted so that height is uniform; one 
method is to keep the end-to-end length 
of truss constant. This results in uniform 
height. 

The trusses, though light in weight, 
have surprising strength. Tests have 
shown that when the truss is made of 
.040 in. soft aluminium, it takes over 
1,500 Ib. weight to cause deformation; 
and each truss appears fully safe to 
1,000 lb. Aluminium of harder ‘ temper ’ 
will support much more weight. Since 
each truss supports only about 24 sq. ft. 
of floor area, the usual rate of floor load- 
ing can be done with a safety factor of 
500 to 1,000 per cent. 


Construction 


For good construction, the finish 
floor of a house with the plenum floor 
system requires to be 8 to 12 in. above 
grade level; drainage should be away from 
the outside wall, and soil under the slab 
should be reasonably firm. Reinforce- 
ment of concrete is then not necessary. 

After constructing the wall, the inside 
area should be filled with sand or crushed 
rock up to a point 8 in. below finish floor 
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Laying a typical floor. C t 
other surfacing material is to be used for the kitchen area; on the left is the oak 
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floor for the living area. 


level. It should be well compacted to 
avoid settling and then soaked with water 
to compact still farther. The 2 in. slab 
can be placed directly onto this compact 
fill or a layer of polythylene placed 
between. Depending on the climate of 
the area, a 1 or 2 in. layer of vertical 
perimeter insulation may be placed 
between the edge of the slab and the 
outside masonry wall. A 2x24 in. batt 
of glass wool insulation, laid on the slab 
around the perimeter, is also desirable. 

The concrete slab should be made 
reasonably level but does not need to be 
floated or trowelled. In cold climates 
plumbing connections come up through 
the slab. 

The type of finish flooring to be used 
makes a difference in spacing and arrange- 
ment of the joists. For large panels of 
plywood in kitchens or bathrooms, joist 
spacing may be either 16 or 24 in. If 
ordinary 3 in. or 25/32 in. tongue-and- 
groove finish flooring is used, joists 
should be 16 in. o.c. This leaves only 
about 12 in. of unsupported span between 
joists. 

When using panels of prefinished floor- 
ing, joist spacing depends on the size of 
panels. With the 24 in. x 28 in. panels 
used in the experimental house, a joist 
spacing of 24 in. was satisfactory but a 
cross piece of blocking, with one truss 
attached, was placed at each cross joint 
of flooring panels. This required the same 
amount of materials as for 16 in. spacings. 

The inventor of the plenum-floor 
system is Prof. G. J. Stout, of Pennsyl- 
vania State University. Arrangements 
are now being made with a number of 
companies in the USA to manufacture 
the metal truss.

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Working Hours and Wage Gradings 


Amendments to Working Rule Agreement 


CHANGES IN WORKING HouRS, the grading 
of districts, and the London zoning, 
details of which have been previously 
published by the National Joint Council, 
take effect on October 3 next. 


1. Working Hours: The normal working 
hours throughout England and Wales will 
uniformly be 44 per week. Full details 
of the arrangement of working hours both 
for a five-and-a-half-day week and for a 
five-day week, and for the Winter Period 
were published on May 4, 1960 (see ‘ The 
Builder’ of June 3). 

2. Grading of Districts: When publish- 
ing details of regradings for 1959 (in 
August, 1959) notice was given of the 
Council’s intention in October, 1960, of 
regrading all then remaining Grade Al 
districts to Grade A. The Council has 
now taken its formal decision on this 
matter. The effect of that decision is that 
on and from Monday October 3, 1960. 
with the exception of the London Region 
(as defined) and the Liverpool District, 
the rate of wages applying throughout 
England and Wales will be the Grade A 
current standard rate for craftsmen with 
the corresponding wage rates for 
Labourers, Apprentices, and Young Male 
Labourers. 


3. London Region—dZoning: In accord- 
ance with the Council’s decision of 
January 24, 1959, published on February 
20, 1959, as from Monday, October 3, 
1960, the existing Inner and Outer Zones 
of the London Region (as defined) will 
be merged, and the races of wages apply- 
ing throughout the whole region will be 
the present London Inner Zone rates.

Winding Up of Grading 
Commission 


A LONG STANDING FEATURE Of the build- 
ing industry’s wage structure came to an 
end on July with the winding up of the 
Grading Commission of the National 
Joint Council, which for 40 years has 
been responsible for the system of grading 
the very large number of districts into 
which the country has been divided for 
wage rate purposes. The Council has 
previously announced its intention of 
raising all districts below Grade A to 
Grade A next October. 


At the final meeting of the Commission, 
the chairman of the National Joint 
Council, Mr. L. A. Walden, CBE, 
presented a silver salver to Mr. G. W. C. 
Buchanan, CBE, who has been chairman 
of the Grading Commission since 1939. 
The presentation was made in recognition 
of the outstanding contribution made by 
Mr. Buchanan to the work of the National 
Joint Council, and in particular of 
the help which the Grading Commission 
had given during the war years in main- 
taining the stability of the industrial 
agreement. 


Working Rule Agreement 


ON JULY 23, 1959, the National Joint 
Council received a report from the ‘ Ad 
Hoc’ Committee which it had appointed 
to examine the matter of Working Hours 
in the Building Industry. It then decided 
to adopt certain general principles which 
the ‘Ad Hoc’ Committee had recom- 
mended, and which were as follows :— 


‘(a) That as from the beginning of the 
first pay week in October, 1960, the normal 
working hours throughout England and 
Wales shall be 44 per week, but subject to 
the present agreed provisions governing 
working hours during the “ Winter Period.” 

(b) In the circumstances and conditions 
applying in the Industry today, especially 
where the location of jobs involves opera- 
tives in a substantial amount of daily travel- 
ling, and/or where overhead costs are such 
as to make Saturday morning working largely 
uneconomic, it should be permissible by 
arrangement for the normal weekly hours to 
be worked in five days (Monday to Friday) 
at ordinary plain time rates.’ 


The National Joint Council has now con- 
sidered and has adopted the consequential 
alterations to its National Working Rules 
which are necessary to give effect to the 
principles indicated above, and the Proce- 
dure Comittee has been directed to publish 
the said amendments to Rule, which will 
become operative on and from Monday, 
October 3, 1960. 


The detailed alterations to the Rules are: 
(A) NATIONAL WoRKING RULE 2—WORKING 
Hours, 


Delete the whole of existing National 
Working Rule 2 and substitute: 

1. Normal Working Hours. 

Subject to the provisions of para. 2 below, 
the normal working hours shall be 44 per 
week, arranged as follows: 

Mondays to Fridays (inclusive) 8 hours 
per day 

Saturdays... ; ake . 4 hours 

By arrangement between the employer and 
the operatives on a site or job or in a shop 
the normal weekly hours may be worked on 
that job or in that shop in five days, in which 
case the daily hours, to be worked at plain 
time rates, shall be: 

Mondays to Thursdays (inclusive) 9 hours 

per day 

Fridays wa ri ... 8 hours 

The employer shall give immediate notice 
in writing of such arrangement to the Local 
Joint Committee. 

2. Winter Period. 

The ‘ Winter Period’ shall normally be the 
six weeks before and the six weeks imme- 
diately following Christmas, but taking into 
account difference in hours of daylight and 
other conditions affecting local working hours, 
Regional Joint Committees are employered : 


(a) to approve for any locality a different 
“Winter Period’ (not restricted to 12 
weeks’ duration); 

(b) to adjust where necessary to local 
dinner interval during the two weeks 
immediately before and the two weeks 
immediately following the said ‘ Winter 
Period.’ 

The working hours during the ‘ Winter 
Period’ shall be as follows: 


(i) Where artificial light can reasonably 
be supplied as in para, 1 above. 


(ii) Where artificial light cannot reason- 
ably be supplied and subject to the option 
in (iii) below—44 hours per week, with 
meal interval of 4 hour. 


(iii) Where artificial light cannot reason- 
ably be supplied and where the majority 
of the operatives on the job so request, 
the Emplover shall be at liberty to arrange 
the following: 


414 hours per week (with meal interval 
of 1 hour). 

3. Meal Intervals. 

In all cases there shall be one break for a 
midday meal at a time to be mutually agreed 
in each locality. The normal dinner interval 
shall be 1 hour; provided that: 

(a) In the case of paras. 2 (ii) and 2 (iii) 
above the duration of the break shall be as 
therein prescribed. 

(b) In any other case, where the majority 
of the operatives and the employer on any 
job so desire, and upon notification forth- 
with by the employer, a Local Joint Com- 
mittee may approve a reduction of the 
meal interval to not less than 4 hour. 

4. Starting and Finishing Times. 

The actual times of starting and finishing 
work shall be as determined and published 
by the Local Joint Committee. 

(B) NATIONAL WoRKING RULE 2a. 

Para, 1 (e). 

Amend to read: 


‘Throughout this Rule the expression 
“normal working hours” means the hours 
prescribed under National Working Rule 2. 
It excludes any overtime hours worked for 
which premium rates are payable under 
National Working Rule 4.’ 

Para. 3. 

Line 5 delete ‘ Holidays with Pay,’ sub- 
stitute ‘Annual Holiday.” 

Line 6 before ‘ Working’ insert ‘ Nation- 
al,’ delete ‘of the National Joint Agree- 
ment for the Building Industry.’ 

Line 10 after ‘414’ insert * or,’ 
“or 464.’ 

(C) NATIONAL WorKING RULE 4—OVERTIME. 

Delete the first three paragraphs as fol- 
lows: 

‘Overtime shall be paid at the following 
rates .................. On Monday morning, 
double time.” 
Substitute: ‘Overtime shall be paid for at 
the following rates: 

(i) 54-day week. 

Mondays to Fridays. 

First two hours—time-and-a-quarter; 
second two hours — time-and-a-half; 
afterwards, until starting time next 
morning—double time. 

Saturdays and Sundays. 

Time worked between normal finishing 
time on Saturday and 4 p.m.—time- 
and-a-half; afterwards until normal 
starting time on Monday morning— 
double time. 

(ii) 5-day week. 

Mondays to Fridays. 

First hour — time-and-a-quarter; next 
two hours — time-and-a-half; after- 
wards, until starting time next morn- 
ing—double time. 

Saturdays and Sundays. 

First two hours on Saturday morning 
—time-and-a-quarter; thereafter, until 
4 p.m.—time-and-a-half; from 4 p.m. 
on Saturday until normal starting time 
on Monday morning—double time.’ 
(D) NATIONAL WorkKING RULE 1(f}—WatTCcH- 

MEN, 

Amend last para. to read: 

“The night shift shall be the period . 
between normal finishing time on the job 
or in the shop and starting time next 
morning. 

At week-ends a relief watchman shall be 
employed for daytime watching. Where 
Saturday morning is worked the relief 
watchman shall be paid half shift for the 
period between finishing time and 6 p.m. 
Where Saturday morning is not worked, 
and on Sunday, full shift shall be paid on 
each day for the time between 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. Where it is necessary to work 
overtime on a Saturday, mutually agreed 
arrangements shall be made.’ 

It will be noted that where, under N.W.R. 
2(i) a five-day week is worked, Local Joint 
Committees may need to adjust normal 
Starting and finishing times accordingly.

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THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, who have re- 
viewed their practice on loans for the 
purchase of houses and flats, said on July 
19 that many applicants would probably 
have been unable to proceed with pur- 
chase if the limit had not been raised 
from 90 per cent to 100 per cent of 
valuation. Loans up to 100 per cent will 
be continued. It is proposed to increase 
the maximum for advances for improve- 
ments and alterations from 90 to 100 per 
cent. 

Normally the Council do not make 
advances on leasehold property with an 
unexpired term of less than 30 years, 
but in future where an improvement grant 
has been made in respect of a leasehold 
property with an unexpired term of less 
than 30 but not less than 15 years, an 
advance may also be made towards the 
cost of the improvements of up to 50 per 
cent of the value of the property after 
the works have been carried out. 


Car Parking in London 


THE GENERAL PURPOSES and Town 
Planning Committees reported jointly on 
the first of the discussions held with the 
Metropolitan Boroughs Standing Joint 
Committee and the City Corporation to 
ascertain the conditions necessary to 
ensure a ‘comprehensive plan for a 
phased provision of multi-storey garages 
in central London.’ 

It was intimated that provision of off- 
street parking would be undertaken by 
the City and Borough Councils under 
their existing powers; the City Corpora- 
tion had already earmarked the sites 
necessary for all their needs; and liaison 
had been established to survey the prob- 
lem in the remainder of the central area. 
All borough Councils are to be invited 
to survey the situation in their areas. 
Their proposals will be incorporated in a 
draft programme to be examined jointly 
by the Council and the Standing Joint 
Committee. Central London will be given 
priority. 


Housing Operations 


THE HOUSING COMMITTEE reported that 
since the war and up to March 31, 1960, 
sites totalling 8,632 acres had been ap- 
proved for housing purposes. These sites 
provided space for 132,000 new dwellings, 
of which 102,297 were built or under 
construction on that date. 4,169 dwell- 
ings were completed during the last 
financial year; this was rather less than 
the total (5,513) for the previous year, 
but owing to the shortage of suitable 
sites in the country, a decline in progress 
was inevitable. 19,805 dwellings had been 
declared unfit or dealt with by agree- 
ments by March 31, 1960, under the post- 
war slum clearance programme. 


Annual Estimates 


THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL at its meet- 
ing on July 19 considered the housing 
estimates for 1960-61 and a summary of 
their housing operations since the war. 


London County Council 


Loans for House Purchase; Car Parking in London; Housing Operations; 
Annual Estimates; Rebuilding of City Centres; Blackheath Redevelopment 


Capital estimate—Of the total of 
£154m. (compared with £16,350,000 last 
year), £23m. (the same as last year) is 
for the acquisition of land, and £114m. 
(£124m. last year) for the development of 
sites by the erection of dwellings, etc. 
Provision for over £lm. is included for 
the Council’s agency work at Haverhill, 
Luton, Huntingdon and Thetford under 
the Town Development Act; the esti- 
mated income of £1,450,000 represents 
almost wholly repayments under these 
schemes. 

Maintenance estimates.—lIt is estimated 
that 202,525 permanent and temporary 
dwellings will be available for occupation 
by March 31, 1961. Including other 
lettings in property acquired for rede- 
velopment, improvement or conversion, 
and dwellings formerly managed by other 
LCC committees, the total number man- 
aged at the end of the year will be about 
207,335. The total of the estimates 
(£20,962,700) represents an increase of 
£873,345 over last year, which is partly 
due to the increased number (14 per cent) 
of dwellings to be maintained. Taking 
into account estimated income from rents 
(£15m.), Exchequer contributions 
(£4,400,000), the estimated sum to be 
borne by the rates in 1960-61 is 
£3,574,485. 


Rebuilding of City Centres 


AT THE MEETING of the London County 
Council on July 19, MR. E. S. HILLMAN put 
the following questions to the chairman 
of the Town Planning Committee: 

‘(i) Has he read an article in the 
national Press on the report prepared by 
the Civic Trust prior to a conference to 
discuss the rebuilding of city centres 
which states that “If the piecemeal 
development of our city centres is 
allowed to continue much longer at the 
present rate, unique opportunities to 
replan comprehensively will have been 
lost ’’? 

‘(ii) Has he any comment to make on 
the reported suggestion of the Civic Trust 
that local authorities should be 
empowered to designate “ areas of special 
importance,” and further that “ One 
method would be for the local authority 
to purchase compulsorily all the land 
within the designated area and either 
lease or sell sites to private developers 
subject to their conforming to the 
scheme "? 

‘(iii) How far do the plans already 
announced for the Elephant and Castle 
comprehensive development area accord 
with the principles outlined in the first 
two parts of my question?’ 

In reply, MR. RICHARD EDMONDS said 
‘yes’ to the first part of the question. 
On (ii) and (iii) he said: The Council, 
the City Corporation and the Metropoli- 
tan Borough Councils have already done 
much to redevelop areas of special 
importance. This Council has neces- 
sarily had to give priority to areas which 
were badly war-damaged and where com- 


prehensive redevelopment was required. 
But the Council has also done much to 
achieve such redevelopment where road 
improvements required large-scale pur- 
chase of land. The Elephant and Castle 
area provides an outstanding example of 
the way in which road improvements and 
comprehensive redevelopment of a war- 
damaged area can be combined. 

‘The redevelopment of other important 
centres in the heart of London which 
were not blitzed presents additional 
problems, however. Both the Town 
Planning Institute, in their recent 
memorandum, and the Civic Trust at 
their conference last week, have high- 
lighted the problem. In view of the cost 
of other projects to which the Council 
gives higher priority and the limits on 
the size of the Council’s purse, the ques- 
tion whether the Council should be 
empowered to designate areas of special 
importance and should purchase compul- 
sorily all land within such areas would 
depend to a large extent on whether any 
substantial financial assistance would be 
forthcoming from HM Government.’

Blackheath Redevelopment 


MR. ROBERT VIGARS asked if the Town 
Planning Committee was giving con- 
sideration to the general problem of re- 
development at Blackheath [Greenwich 
and Lewisham North] and, if so, would 
he arrange for a report to be brought 
before the Council in due course? 

MR. R. EDMONDS replied: ‘ The problem 
of aesthetics arises out of several 
individual applications for development in 
this area which the Committee visited on 
July 18. While decisions on these appli- 
cations must not be unnecessarily 
delayed, I will arrange for the general 
question to be considered again by the 
Committee who will no doubt decide 
whether they wish to submit a report.’ 

MR. R. VIGARS also asked if the Town 
Planning Committee, at their meeting on 
July 11, considered an application made 
on behalf of the Convent of the Assump- 
tion for the erection of a four-storey 
building at 20, 22 and 24 Kensington- 
square, and if so, (a) were objections 
raised to the grant of permission for this 
building by the Council of the Royal 
Borough of Kensington, The Kensington 
Society and owners and occupiers of pro- 
perties in Kensington-square, on the 
grounds that the building would have a 
harmful effect on the special character 
and amenity of adjoining properties in 
Kensington-square; and (b) what decision 
was taken by the Committee and was 
their decision arrived at only by the 
exercise of a casting vote? 

MR. R. EDMONDS said that the answer to 
the first question was ‘ Yes.’ In regard to 
(b), the Committee decided to grant con- 
ditional permission. The chairman gave 
a casting vote.

1. Flooring 


Something new in flooring is offered 
by PARQUET PANELS which are factory 
sanded, sealed and polished and can be 
laid on any reasonably level sub-floor 
without the use of adhesives or nails. 
These panels are made up of three cores, 
the top of pre-finished European oak, the 
bottom of softwood whilst the centre core 
is of a honeycomb construction to prevent 
distortion. As the blocks are individually 
tongued and grooved when laid they 
firmly interlock on all sides. 

When this system of flooring is laid 
over wood sub-floors, a cork cushion 
underlay is first put down to form a 
resilient base and to overcome any un- 
eveness. Over floors in direct contact 
with the ground, such as concrete or 
stone, a moisture barrier film should also 
be laid. Provided the sub-floor is level, 
a screed is not essential.

2. Ceilings 

A new ILLUMINATED CEILING has been 
developed which could be useful in indus- 
trial situations such as factories, storage 
buildings and laboratories. It is free from 
fire risk and, by functioning as a thermal 
barrier, it can lead to a reduction in fuel 
costs. The system is based on three-foot- 
square diffusing panels supported by a 
lightweight aluminium track suspended

from the structural ceiling. Daylight from 
laylights, or artificial light from lamps in 
the plenum, is diffused through the panels 
so that the space below is evenly illumin- 
ated. The diffusing medium used in the 
panels is a translucent sheet of flexible 
pve. This pve sheet is stretched over 
a channel section aluminium frame, which 
forms the perimeter of the panels, and 
locked permanently in tension. As the 
sheet does not pass over the outer edges 
of the frame, it is fully protected from 
abrasions and accidental damage. Since 
all the metal parts of this system are of 
aluminium, no maintenance or painting is 
required.

3. Contractors’ Plant 


A range of overcrank guillotine SHEAR- 
ING MACHINES, Of } in. capacity, has 
recently been introduced on to the 
market. They will cut a wide variety of 
both natural and synthetic materials, or 
a combination of both such as resin 
bonded and laminated materials. In many 
instances only minor adjustment is 
needed to the cutting angle. Stainless 
steel can also be cut by fitting special 
quality blades. 

All blades have four cutting edges; the 
main members are constructed from 
quality cast iron and the end frames are 
open ended to allow trimming. The 


The new Lumenated Westminster lighting system, based on a three-foot module,

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machine has electric clutch control and 
can be controlled by a foot-operated 
switch placed conveniently for the 
operator.

A ROBOT PLATE-LIFTER, originally 
developed for manipulating large sheets 
of plate glass into groundlevel or over- 
head window frames, will apparently grip 
and lift any reasonably smooth sheet 
material and, within the limits of carrying 
capacity and reach, maneceuvre it into 
position. This would have its uses in lift- 
ing and placing sheets of steel, wall clad- 
ding, ceramic tiles, curtain walling or any 
type of rigid panelling or facing. The 
machine is hydraulically operated and 
consists basically of a long jointed arm 
mounted on a turntable on an electric 
truck. At the end of the arm, four 
vacuum faceplates, giving a grip of 
approximately 900 Ib., are carried on a 
5 ft. x 6 ft. box section frame. Securely 
held by the faceplates, the sheets can be 
lifted up, down, across or around, under 
the guidance of the operator who stands 
by the controls on the turntable. Precise 
positioning is possible by further indivi- 
dual movements of the vacuum ,head and 
the faceplates themselves. All these 
movements, plus the mobility of the 
truck, enable operations to be carried out 
with speed and accuracy.

4. Compaction 
Two 
ROLLERS, which are used widely on the 


types of VIBRATING TANDEM 
Continent, are now available in this 
country. Although their dead weight has 
been kept low so that they can be carried 
on any medium sized lorry, the compac- 
tion effort of these rollers is fairly high 
for, by using a vibrator within the roller 
shell, it is possible to get a deep penetra- 
tion of the ground surface. The rollers 
are powered by air cooled diesel engines 
and incorporate hydraulic steering, 
underhood sprinklers for front and rear 
rollers and spring adjusted scrapers. The 
hand brake is sufficiently powerful to 
hold the roller on a slope, and the rollers 
will work on gradients of up to 1 in 4.

Tropical Building Studies 


Housing Densities Examined at 
the BRS 


THE FIRST in a new series of tropical build- 
ing studies has been published by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. Number one in the series, 
‘Densities in Housing Areas’ by Mr. P. 
H. M. Stevens, ARIBA, AMTPI (HMSO, 
price 10s.) contains the results of an 
investigation by the Building Research 
Station's tropical building section. 
Although aimed primarily at those con- 
cerned with housing overseas, it is of 
value to town planners, architects and 
builders in the United Kingdom. 


The report stresses the importance of 
dissociating population density from the 
quality of living conditions, and points 
out that while bad living conditions can 
result from lack of light, air and sunshine 
or from overcrowding in terms of physi- 
cal closeness, they do not necessarily fol- 
low simply because people live in dense 
conditions. The high densities, for 
example, of 1,500 persons per acre and 
upward in Hong Kong’s new housing 
developments may not be ideal; but they 
represent, because of the use of multi- 
storey buildings, a much better environ- 
ment for living than the squalid slum of 
congested shacks they replace. 


The study does not recommend stan- 
dards. It does, however, provide a tool 
with the aid of which better decisions on 
local standards can be made. It contains 
a wide range of data, including tables, 
graphs and diagrams, showing the effect 
on housing area densities of variations in 
any one or more of the different basic 
factors involved. A selection of photo- 
graphs, illustrating many different types 
of housing area is also included. 
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Forth Bridge Approach Road 


A. M. CARMICHAEL LTD., of Edinburgh, 
have secured the contract for the con- 
struction of the three and a half mile 
long southern approach road for the New 
Forth Road Bridge.

There is an increasing demand for 
our products and we have recently booked an order in excess of

another jump ahead both in turnover and profit. 


Divisional Activities

Your Board has decided to discontinue the production of 
Kimolo Bricks and to concentrate on the development and pro- 
duction of a featherweight Moler Partition Block which, because 
of its extreme light weight should find a ready demand for 
partition walls in the construction of multi-storey buildings. 

The Urastone Company Limited has again increased its turn- 
over of asbestos cement flue pipes and fittings and the ‘ Twin- 
wall’ flue pipes have been very well accepted by the Trade. 

The Company is still being most successful in obtaining many 
large contracts for asbestos ducting to be fixed in the new 
laboratories of Universities, Colleges and Research Laboratories 
of large industrial firms. 

During the last year we have added to the products made in 
asbestos cement by producing Flower Boxes and Tubs. These 
have been very well received by the general public, and sales are 
up to expectations at the present time. 


A Further Year of Progress 

The Nuralite Corpany Limited can report a further year of 
progress, during which the sales of flat sheet Nuralite and the 
range of Work’s preformed flashings have both been increased. 

For the current year The Nuralite Company Limited intends 
to expand its sales force throughout the country. The resultant 
increase in sales effort will enable the Company to offer a better 
service to the Building Industry generally, and to further increase 
its turnover. 

The activities of The Weatherall Roofing Company Limited 
have been on a much increased scale this year and it has suc- 
cessfully carried out many important flat roofing contracts for 
prominent Architects and authorities throughout the country. 

Time spent on development and market exploration is now 
being rewarded, and this Company’s prospects appear to be most 
encouraging.
